And 
whether from the Twelfth day of une, to the Sixth day of Fuly laſt, they have been abſent 
from their reſpective Habitations ; as alſo whether they have held any Correſpondency with 
.any Rebels, haveſhelter'd them, or in the leaſt have Aſliſted or Contributed towards them ; 
and what Strangers they have had in their Houſes fince the time above-mentioned. And we 
will leave Warrants in the hands of all Conſtables for the ſearching for, and apprehending all 
ſuch ſuſpitious Perſons. 

And foraſmuch as Seditious Libels, Scandalous Speeches, and falſe News, have been the 
ſucceſsful Engines with which they have PEO their Helliſh Treaſons, we reſolve ſe- 
erally to puniſh all the Authors or Publiſhers of Seditious Libels, and the Spreaders of falſe 
News: And for the Encouragement of all ſnch as ſhall Proſecure or give Evidence againſt 
.any of them, we will from time to time Reimburſe and Defray all the neceſlary Charge and 
Expence that they ſhall be at in ſuch their Proſecutions, 

And, whereasit hath appear'd that Non-conformiſt Miniſters, and Conventicle Preachers 
have been the Miſchievous Factors that have fora long time propagated and upheld the Fa- 
Ction, and under pretences of Religion, have ſeduced the unwary People from their Alle- 
giance and Duty ; an that conſiderable numyers of them were actually in the late Rebellion 
(fir Chaplains indeed for fuch a Muſhrom King, and tit Spiritual Guides for ſuch lewd Rebels). 
We reſolve to Iflue out Warrants from this Court for the Apprehending of all Non-confor- 
miſt Preachers, that we ſhall be informed by the Preſentments of the head Conſtables or the 
Grand Jury, or by our own knowledge have been ſeen at any time within the ſpace of three 
Years within this County, as Inhabitants, Sojourners, or Strangers.

We our ſelves have ſogreat an intereſt in this Matter, and ſuch a Right asall the World 
knows to the Succeſſion of theſe Kingdoms, which thoſe Men have attempted to violate, 
tor preventing of all redreſs of miſeries, by the lawful Succeflors of the Crown, Educated 
by the good Providence of God, in the true Profeſſion of the Proteſtant Religion, We

| As I was theri a Witnels of their Zeal and Af- 
fection to promote the Expedition, and to 
ſecond my Endeavours even with a Neglect 
of their own Safety, ſoI am now ſenſible of 
the inevitable rume they Have drawn upon 
Themſelves, by giving you this afliſtence; if 
you ſhould not return 1t to them. 


They really exhauſted themſclves to. ſuch a 
Degree, both as to Men and Money, that it 1s 
not eaſily ro be imagined, and I am confident 
your Generolity will have as little bounds to- 
wards them, as thcirs had towards you ; and 
that you will not only enable Me to make 
good the Treaty with them, and repay what 
they have actually laid out upon this occa- 
ſion, of which our Account ſhall be given to 
you, but that you will farther ſupport them, 
to the utmoſt of your Ability, againſt the 
Power of their Enemies, who muſt be yours 
too, by rheir Intergſt, and by ther Religion; and 
do certainly. defi gn the Ruine of Holland to be 
a ftep to your deſtruction.

Tie F irſt Letter. 


$18, 
S Pon the receipt of your laſt Letter, I was, 

b | at firſt, a little treubled to percerv the 
cenſorious Judgment you paſs upon my 

Politics, in reference to the grand bufi- 

neſs of Liberty of Conſcience. But after a little 
conſideration I comforted my ſelf. For I not onely 
rememyvred your conſtant favorable regard towards 


ſerved alſo, even in that very Letter, that you agree 
with me in this Fundamental Principle, That no AAar 
onght to be Perſeeuted for Matters of meer Religion. And 
this agreement in ſo great a Principle made me hope 
that, notwithſtanding our preſent Difference, it 
would be no hard matter for you and me to agree in 
our particular Concluſions, and conſequently in our 
Conduct. To procure that Agreement there 15 no- 
thing requiſite but Honefty and Senſe. Let vs but 
examin thorowly whither that Principle leads, and 
let us be tru to the reſult of our own Examinations, 
and the Work wil be don. 

- But perhaps ſo ſtrict a ſubjeQion as this to the con- 
ſequences of that Principle, however juſt and reaſon- 
able in it ſelf, may ſeem unto you a little unſeaſon- 
able in this Conjun&ture. Nay I muſt acknowledg 
to you, that I my ſelf alſo am not ſo much Maſter of 
my Paſſions, as to let Reaſon have always that abſoz 
late Dominion that belongs to it. The fear of be- 
ing deceived, by a Party of Men who plead for 
Liberty, makes me ſomtimes doubtful in determi- 
ning upon the practice of what I acknowledg to be 
a Duty. 1 am convinced that the /mereſt of this Na 
tion, as wel as the Laws of Chriſtianity, requires an 
Abſolute, Univerſal, Equal, and Inviolable Liberty of 
Coxſcience. Nothing that dos not rend to The Kuin 
of the Government, cr to the Ptejudice of rhe 
Pegple, which is but one and the ſame thing, ſhould 
be*made the occalion of laying any Reſtraint pou 
47 Man. FEut where I fee ground to fear tnat the 


— 


granting of this Liberty ſhould ſerv onely to, put a 
Power into their Hands that now demand it, wherby 
they may be able hereafter to take it away from 9- 
thers, truly in that caſe I am apt to heſitate upon the 
Point ; or to fay better, I confeſs that I hefitate not 
at al. For | would by no means that a ſpecious hope 
of Chriſtian Liberty ſhould betray the Nation into a 
New Unchriſtian Slavery. . 

Thus far I am ſure I agree with you. We would 


_ have Liberty with Secarity of its continuanse 5 not 0- 
thoſe of different Perſwaſions from yours, but I ob- 


therwiſe. Now [ intreat"you to examin whether or 
no, in the reſt, you agree with me. Iask then, if 
ſo be it can be demonſtrated that the Penal Laws, and 
Teſts too, may be taken away without expoſing the 
Nation to any hazard of Perſecution by the Roman 
Catholics ;, Nay, if a far better Security may be pro- 
vided againſt that Perſecution than thoſe preſent 
Laws and Teſts do afford us; wil it not be an A& 
of Fquity and Wiſdom, as wel as Chriftianity, -in 
that caſe, to aboliſh them ? This Security being 
ſuppoſed, nothing can hinder ns from complying 
with that Defign, but ſuch Conliderations as arife 
from the Ccvetouſueſs and Ambition of ingroſling al 
Honorable and Profitable Imployments unto our 
felvs, and thoſe of onr own Perſwalion. But wil 
any Conliderations of that Nature, when they inter- 
fcre with a Public Iatereſt and an avowed Duty, be 
juſtifiable, or even excufable, either before God'or 
Man? 1 cannot doubt bur your determination in 
that Point alſo wil be the ſame with mine. Thoſe 
Confiderations are too ſordid to be of any weight 
with an Hone't Mind. 


Your Objection, I know, in reading theſe Queſti- 


ons, wil arife from a Dijfiderice that any new Security 
of this Nature, citier wilor can be granted us, 
There indeed perhans you and I may differ in our

Let Moderate Mc be choſen into 
that Parliament ; anc not ſuch as ar ingaged, . by a 
langabit of Perſecnting, to keep vp the preſent 

eng Laws, as Tools already fitted for their Hands. 
Tile be called to that Eledticn-1V5r%, let us each of 
us endeavar to diſpoſe our Selvs, difpoſe One A- 
nother, and as occakon offers diſpoſe our Friends,to 
that Spirit of Wi/dom and Moderation which is now 
Tyneceſſiry. And tit this Butineſs have been weigh- 
ed'in Parliament, let us a little ſaſpcnd our Judgment 
upon it, and have always a great care that we ob/tru 
not the Good we defire by heightning any doubtful Jea- 
loafys to an irreconcilable Extremity.

* lam yet the lefs curious about it at this time, nor 
any ways impatient to know more, .until a Parlia- 
ment may be.ready to deliberate thefeupon ; becauſe 
I know already, that there ar a ſort of Men in the 
Nation who watch upon every occaſion, with al the 
Arts that Malice can mvent, to blaſt any thing that 
ſhal be offered for the advancement of this Chriſtian 
Deſign. Leaving therfore the confideration of this 
Acceſſuonal Security that we look for, 1 wil now ap- 
ply my ſelf to contider onely what proſpect of Secu- 
rity the Thing it ſelf dos z irs own Nature afford vs. 

When we diſcourſe about this Sc-nrity, I ſuppoſe 
we both of us underſtand it onely with retaticn to 
the hazard that may ariſe trom taking away the 
Teſts. For as to the Penal Laws, fing]y conſidered, 
I think al Men that have Souts large enough (as Lam 
ſure you have) to prefer the Gezeral Good of their 
Country before the Narrow Advanteges of a Party, 
wil agree that it 15 no leſs the Intereſt of this Nation 
to aboliſh them, then the Duty of al Mankind to for- 
bear Perſecution. 

There is no hazard in the aboliſhment of thoſe 
Penal Laws. Now what the hazard may be in abo- 
liſhing the Teſts, wil be beft perceived by cenſider- 
ing the Effect of their impofition. The Effet, in 
which the Proteſtant Intereſt conſiſts, is that the 
Roman Cathelics ar therby excluded from al Places of 
Public Truft, either Civil or Military. This, I ſhould 
kave faid, is the Intent of them. But how far the 
real Effect fals ſhort of that Intent, and how far 
it muſt needs fa} ſhort therof in the Reign of a Ca- 
rholic Prince, 1s too cvident to need any demonitra- 
tion. Nevertheleſs, ſuppoſing that the Roman Catho- 
lics were indeed therby debard from entring into 
any Public Imploy ments, What Is the advantage, I 
beſeech yon, that Proteſtants, or that the Nation in 
general, pretend to receiv by ther Exclnfion? T 
£n0W you wil tel me that we have therby our Secu- 
rity againſt that Principle of Perſecution which we 
think infeparably joyned to rhe Religion, They wil 
not be able to impoſe theirReligion upon us,or Per- 
ſecute us for not receiving it. That is the tru End,& 
we wil ſuppoſe it to be the real Effet of the Teſth

new Methods, and make us tcel in the end what we 
ar perhaps too flow to concety, that Omnia dat qiu 
JUST A Ne Al. 

Eut I return to the conſideration of our being 
ſecured againſt Perſecution by the Excluſion of the 
Roman Cathoiics from Public Imployments. In 
very g£00d time, that the Church of England now 
looks for ſuch a Security! Iam ſure others have not 
been ſecured agatolt it, by the public adminiſtraci- 
on of her Members. However, Jet us conſider how 
& 15 that the Teſts ſecure us, or tow 1t is that they 
hinder them from entering 1nto thoſe imployments. 
It is not as a Wal or Farricado that confines them to 
a certain Incloſure, out of which they cannot move; 
nor is it 2s a Charm or Spel that, by any Magic Ver- 
tu, kinders them from acting. It is onely as « Law, 
which, by the penalty annexed to it, aws their 
Minds, and makes them feartu] to tranfgreſs it. 
They dar not enter into Public Offices, left they 
ſhould be puniſhed for the Breach of that Law which 
forbids them to do it. Bnt, pray, Who 1s it that 
ſhould puniſh them for that Offence? They know 
very wel that in tis Reign they ar in no danzer, 
That Law is now diſpenſed with. The onely Ert- 
dle therfore that reſtrains them from tranſzrefling 
it, is evidently thc fear of its being revived in the 
Reign of the next Snccefſor ; hecaufe it is a Law 
whoſe Penalty they wil be always liable unto, when- 
ſoever the Government ſhal think ſit to exact It. 

Now if this be the onely Ground of their Exclu- 
fion from Public Offices, and conſequently of our 
pretended Security ; Liay, if it be onely the Force of 
4 Law that works that elfeq ;, pray let us confider 
if another Law might not be contrived, tc ſecure us 
much more effeQually agarnit Perſecution, than this 
Excluſion of them either dos or can do. | 

Let us therfore have + Lew enated, which, in 
Abeirjhing al thoſe Penat Ones, avd al the T ets roo that 
ar now comptained of, fhal 7 tabliſh a Univerſal and 
Equal Liberty of Conſcience, as a Magna Charta of.

And after al this, and-what more 
the Wiielt Heads may invent, let The Kin him-

violated, he may ſolemnly renounce the onely Rigi:t of 
Diſpenſing with this Law, or of Pardening any Tranſ- 
grifſor of 1 in any cafe whatſoever. 

Suppoling now that ſuch a Law as this ſhould be 
Enatted, I beſeech you to confider if it do not an- 
ſwer the end of ſecuring us againſt Perſecution, 
infinitely better than the preſent Teſts that exclude 
the Roman Catholics from Public Imployments. Ic 
wil /ecure, in the firft place, al the Diſſenting Pro» 
re5tants from the preſent Penal Laws, which the 
Teſts do not : And it wit indeed ſecure al Partys 
azainſt al Perſecution,in every reſpeR. far better than 
They do. It wil do it ina direft marner ; Wheras 
TFliey work onely by a weak and ſtrained Conſequence. 
It wil 6 1t upon the ſolid grounds of Religion, Truth, 
ard Feuty: Wheras They ar built onely upon pre- 
carious, partial, and urjust Principles. It wil be decla- 
red to be in 1ts own Natyre 1:4;/penſable : Wheras 
They are cvery day «iſpenſed with. It wil be Efta- 
blifked by a more ſolemn Santtion. And it wil be 
inforced by more awful and terifving Penaltys. 

Theſe Advantages, as you Be-do al appear in 
the ſimpleſt proſpeCt chat we can take of rhe Thing je 
ſelf, in ts own Nature; in the meer Aboliſhment, x 
meun, of the Laws of Perſecution, and the Eſtabl; 
ment of a Law of Liverty ; Without the help of any 
further Expeazents. That is the onely thing that FT 
propoſed to my ſelf to Explain. And I cannot bur 
now hope that even this explanation, how imper- 
feet ſoever it be, wil convince yor that it is not ſo. 
dangerous a Work to aboliſh, che Teſts, nor io diffiews. 
to eftabliſh a laiting Seenrity again# Perſecution, when 
thoſe Teſts ſhal be aboliſhed, as ſom People in-' 


duſtriouſly endeavor to perſwade us. But I percety 
that 1 have. been already too tedious upon this Ar«. 
gument. Wherfore without further Application or 
Improvem2nt therof, I now refer what [have ſaid 
to your Examination, and fabmit, it to your Jadg- 


ment, reſting always Cc. 
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it ſhould be conſented. to, prould be lefs Security to us againſt 
the Komen Caibulics than the Tefs : becaulc by it they would 
be acmittec iato the Legiſlative, 2s wel as Executive, parts of 
our Government ; wheras by the cther they are wholly exclu- 
&d from both. And an Exciuſfon, tay you, eſpecially from the 
Legiſlative Power, is 2 far better Security thaa any Regularion 
whutſoever that can be made about tkeir Congdutt in it ; becaule 
when once admitted into that capacity, there wil be itil reaſon 
to apprehend left they ſhould break thro the Rules preſcribed 
for their Condutt, and change even the Laws themflves at 
their Plesfore, 


This is indeed very ſpecious. But 1 intreat you to conlider, | 


in the fickt place, That the Exclyon we talk of by the Teſs is 
onely /maginary, not Real, We plea'e our ſelvs with a Notion, 
while we ar fruitrated of the Thing. A Diſp-»[2rion diffipates 
al that Bulwark into Duſt and Air ; While on the contrary the 
Keg11ation ] haye [ropounded is to be Declared and Made abſo- 
lzrely Indiſpenſable. Which 1s 00 inconſiderable advantage on the 
ide that 1 iacline to. 

Bur this is not al. Your Objection prompts me to a further 
Delence of my Propoſition. Ncthing wil ferve your turn but 
an Abjelute Exclufion of tholc that may have a mind to burt as, 
from al manner of ſhare, cither Legiſlative or Exccutive, in our 
Government. Be it lo. - 1 am very welplcaſcd to join Iſſu with 
you upon that Point. 

The wrt we fear, and defire to fence againſt, is Perſecution. 
Let us therfore, in Gods Name, exclude al Perſecuting Fapifts, 
and Proscf# ants too, from thoſe Imploymerits, Bur let al thoſe 
that have a Spirit of Moderation and Charity, joyned with other 
neceflary Qualifications, be promilcuoutly admitted nato them,

Why ſhould we therfore 
make that the ground of an Exclufton? Let us go to the tru 
Ground of the Matter, and do our Work at once, efteQally.

better. 1 ſhal be always for chuſing the beſt, - But how- 


ever, in the mean while, ] think al Men muſt agree that, i/ ir be 
indeed Perſecution that we defre to fence agamft, this is infinitely 


a Better Security inthat reſpe&t than the preſent Penal Laws and 
Teſts ar. And therfore, provided this may be gr anted, I cannot but 
yet hope that there wil appear to be among us MenWiſe enough, 
and Honeſt enough; and- thoſe too Numerous enough, to ſway 


' the Nation to conſent to their aboliſhing. 
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azainſt the Geners Tritexeft of the Nation. Now it has Leen often 
aerted by many, and demonitrated with great evidence, that 
thole whoſe Interett it is to deſue Liberty, arc tar more nume- 
rois than thoſe that oppoſe it» Bur it in that there ſhould at. pre» 
ſent be any miltoke, lam ſure, that when once this Liberty ſhal 
be eſtablilhed, it wil then be viſibly and indiſputably the Intereſt 
of al Parties to maintain it. Al the leveral Intereits of the Nation 
wil be then drawn up 1iato one Circle, and the Extremitys wil 
touch cach other. The Church of England and Proteſt ant Diſ- 
ſenters, how oppuſtte loever in other reipects, wil therhy becom 
inleparably cimented into one Common Caus. And,tho we {hould 
ſaſpett the Roman C atholics to have cortrary Inclinations, yet the 
Strergth of the others Union wil oblige them,fer their own cafes 
ty, £0 concur it p: omoting the general Good. : ; 

Yet for al this, 1 wal nct ſtick to acknowledg that this ſuſpi- , 
cion of an inclination to Periecute, in 4ny that may. be uppermoſt, 
is not altogether unreaſunable. The Examples of Perſecutions 
rais'd at one time or other, by 4} Partys that have had the power 
to do it, authorize thoſe Fears. But ſor that very reaſon, 1 ſay 
that this is the fitreſt time that ever we can expett, to ſettle thrs 
Lib rty in England © becaule the Power is now in the Lands of the 
weak, ft Party, which is therfore lealt able to {train it. And if 
once that Setilement be made, the uzited Intereft of al Partys in 
the Advantages it brings along with it, wil in humen appearance 
ſecure it againſt the pothbility of ever being ſhaken hereatter. 

Thele Conſiderations, you ſee, afford a ſecond Froipect of 
our Security ia the eſtabliſhment of a Law of Liberty 3 1 that it 
wil be the Intereſt of al Partys to maintain it ; And they atiord 
alſo an Incitement to ſet about that Work 3 becaus of the feaſon- 
ableneſs of the opportunity; Which things deſery exceedingly 
to be attended unto. But after f© palpable a demonitration, as 
I think I have given, of that Security, in the Frame of the Law 
it ſelf, T have no mind now to intertain you with any thing that 
may appear more ſpeculative, tho in effe& it be no leſs ſalid. 

My meaning in this is, that I have ſhown onely the Fefi5uity 
of this Security. But whether or no it wil be juſt granted inthe 
manner that I conceiv it,is what I cannot anſwer for. /r4ther bope 
it wil be made much better. But however, after this plain ap- 
pearance of the poſſbility of the thing, TI think 1 may reſume 
what: Tfaid in my firſt Letter, asan Advice of ſome weight ; 
That, in this ConjunQure, it is both the Duty and the Intereft of

Let this be our conſtant Aim, to have Liberty ſetled by 4 Law. 
That is the Mark that I ſhoot at. And 1 would be very loath that 
other Peoples Errors, or Humors, ſhould make me mils it.

" ſo, wecannot fail to know it. Which way ſoever we turn our 


RefleQtions, in theſe matters of Politics, they wil always bring 
us back to the ſame Center. The General Good is the Rule and 
Touch-Stone, by which al muſt be tryed and meaſured, That 
General Good can never be attended unto, much leſs procured, 
without the General Setisfattion of al Parties ; Nor that Satis- 
faction without this Equal and General Liberty which 1 have been 
pleading for.

changed Laws, Paganiſm had been till the Legal 
Religion, notwithſtanding its falſchood; and tho 
the Truth of the Chriſtian [Religion is the only 
ground upon which we believe 1t, yet it muſt be- 
come Legal as well as it is true, before we tan 
claim the ProteCtion' of the Law and the Govern- 
ment that has ſecured it to vs; fo that to fight a- 
gainſt Popery; where that is the Eſtabliſht Religion, 
is as certainly a Sin, / as it. is a debt that we owe our 
Religion and Country, to fight for the Proteſtant 
Religion, when the, Law is for it, and illegal vio- 
lence 1s 1mployed to pull it down; 

6 The Refletor*s Common-place-ſtuff, with rela- 
tion to the Diſpencing Power, has been ſo oft ex- 
pole, that it Heres deſerves a review. TheObli- 
gation of all Laws depends on the force of the Pe- 
nalties againſt Tranſgreſlours'; ſo that the Difpen- 
ling with Penal Laws, carries in it- the Drſpenfing 
with all Laws whatſoever; and by this Dottrine, 
the whole frame and ſecurity of our Government 15 
at the King's diſcretion : Nor will that diſtinion of

- ſtance, Murther is allowed by all to be evil of ir 


ſelf; yet if the Extirpationof Hereticks is a duty in- 
cumbent on a Catholick King, as we are ſure it Is, 


_ then a Commiſſion given to deſtroy us would be a 


juſtifiable Aftion, and ſo the Laws againſt Murder 
and Manſlaughter might in that caſe be Diſpenſed 
with, ſince the killing of Hereticks is by the Do- 
Arine of Papiſts' only Malum probibitum, and not 
Malum in ſe. | 

7. Qur Authour might have ſpar*d his Rhetorick 
how well ſoever he loads'it upon the head of Perſe- 
cution and Liberty of:Conſcience, if it had been but 
for this reaſon, that it diſcover*d too plainly who 
it was thas wrote theſe -Refleftions, which perhaps 
he may have e*re long ſame Reaſons to wiſh it were 
nota well known, - as he has taken pains todo by 
his p—_—_— _ be ſaid-on this _ 
belongs very. pertinentlyto' deratt A 
Partnmens every improper arged i fayou 

\the bloodieſt of all/ Perſecutors, 'who conld  m6t 

in their breaking in upon our Laws aid our Re- 
ligion more dextrouſly than av'this of Liberty of

igion. 

8. The greateſt part of the Inyaſions made on our 
Government, that are ſer forth in the Princes De- 
claration, are acknowledged to be fuch by our Re- 
fletor. But he ' thinks they are now redreſſed. 
The High Commiſſion is at an end, Aſagdater Col- 
ledge is reſtor'd. 1f the King had of his own mo- 
tion, and from a ſenſe of the juſtice of the thing 
done all this while he «lm no danger, andif 
he had brought the Authors of thoſe Pernicions Coun- 
cils to condign Puniſhment, then it had been more 
reaſonable to Valve thoſe Atts of Juſtice, by which 
the former Violences had been in meaſure re- 

aired : but what is done in the preſent Circum- 

nces, ſhews only a meanneſs of Spirit, and a 
feebleneſs in the Government/: And ſome Mens 
Tempers arc too well known, tp ſuffer us once to 
doubt: of their returning back to all their former 
Violences, -and: of their carts them on to grea- 
ter Excefles; if God for the fins of the Nation, 
ſhould-blaſt this Glorious Undertaking. And 1f the 
Charters are now reſtor?d, we know by the Procee- 
dings of the late Regulators of Corporations, that 
it was far from their thoughts but a little while ago, 
ſo that this is likewiſe an effs&@ of the preſent 
Fear they are under; and it ſhews that afrer all their 
Huffings during their Proſperity,they fink under dan- 
gers as much as others, whoſe Memory they are ſo 
careful to blemiſh, how much ſoever they are be- 


holding to them, It is here ſaid, that molt of the 
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Charters were taken away in the lite King* time: 
But as it is well known under whoſe Influence the 
laſt years of the late Reign were condudted, fo the 
limiting the 1 men, hr a ſpecial number, con. 
trary to Cuſtom and Preſcription, was the lnven: 
tion of the preſent Reign. I 

9. But if the Reflector will not juſtifie every thing 
that the Government has done, and thinks the pre- 
ſent ſtate of things could hardly bear fo groſs ar 
Abuſe ; yet he inſiſts often upon this, that theſe 
Illegal things were fit for the, Conſideration and 
the Redreſs of a Parliament; "and that they do not 
juſtifie the Prince of Orange*s Attempt. But the 
Prince's _—_ is only to ſee a Free Parliament 
Choſen and Aſſembled according to Law. For our 
Author and his'Complices (for he reckons himſelf 
in the Miniſtry, Set#. 23. when he names the things 
objefted againſt the Miniſtry, as objefted againſt 
ns,) had taken ſuch care to keep off a Parliament, 
and to overturn all Corporations, to Corrupt all 
Eleftions, and to provide for falſe Returns by Po- 

iſh Sheriffs and Mayors, that we were out of all 

1opes, or rather out of a poſlibility of ever ſeeing 
a Free Parliament again ; fo that any nearer Pro- 
ſpe that we now have of one, is wholly owing 
to the Prince's Undertaking ; and indeed what is 
given us at preſent, is done with ſv ill a Grace, 
and 'the Popiſh and corrupt Miniſtry, is ſtill pre- 
ſerved and cheriſhed with ſo particular a Confi- 
dence, that they ſeem to have a mind to make the 
Nation ſee that all is done ſo 'groſly, that thoſe who 
are cheated by it, will have no excuſe for their Fol- 
ly, fince the Trick is ated with too bare'a face 
to paſs on ary. | 

10, The Refleftor thinks that the Prince _ 
to have complained to the King of theſe Abuſes, 
tho” in other places of this Paper, he pretends that 
the Princc was not a proper Jndge in thoſe Mat- 
ters; he Aggrayates the Prince's breaking with 'an 
Uncle and a Father-in-Law without warning giv*n. 
"Indeed, if this were the Caſe, all that could be faid 
upon it, was, that he had copied from the Pat- 
tern that was ſet himin 1672. in that famous At- 
tempt on the S-#7na Fleet : What Complaints the 
Prince made, or what encouragement he had to 
make any, and how they were entertain'd and An- 
ſwerd, are Domeſtick matters, of which the World _ 
knows little, ſince all that has appear*d in publick 
was in Mr. FagePs Letter, and how well that was 
received, and how civilly it was anſwer'd, all Eng- 
land ſaw. It is true, the Prince is very nearly re- 
lated to the King, but there are other Ties ſtron- 
ger than the Bonds of Fleſh and Blood ; He owes 
more to the Proteſtant Religion and to the Nation, 
than can be defaced by any other Relation what- 
ſoever ; and if the failing in one Relation excuſes 
the other, then enough might be ſaid, to ſhew at 
what pains the Court of England has been, to free 
the Prince from all other Engagements, except 
thoſe of- Loving Enenes, and doing good to thoſe 
who Deſpitefully uſe us, for upon this account the 
Prince lies under all poſſible Obligations. | 

21, The RefleQor thinks, that thoſe who left Jre- 
land, were driven by a needleſs fear; but tho? be 
has no reaſon to apprehend nuch from the 1r:fh Pa- 
piſts, yet thoſe who ſaw the laſt Bloody AMaſlacre, 
may be forgiv*n, if they have no mind to ſee ſuch 
another. He faintly blames that great Change thar 
was lately made in the whole Government of Jre- 
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{nd ; but he preſently excuſes 1, frace it was N 
tural for the King and his Friends to delire to be 
{afe ſome where ; till they had fair Quarter in Zzg- 
land, they muſt make ſure of Ireland ; but he adds, 
that as ſoon as that was done, the thing mult bave 
returned into its old Channel again. This ought to 
be writ only to /r:ſ-men, for none of a higher fize 
of Underſtanding can bear it; if it can ever be thew- 
ed that Papiſts have yielded up any thing, which 
they had once wrung out of the hands of Pro- 
teſtants, except when they were forced to it; we 
may believe this and all the other groſs things 
which are here impoſed on us. The plain caſe was, 
the Papiſts reſolved to deſtroy us, and to put them- 
ſelves 1n caſe todo it as ſoon as was le;. fo 
they went about it immediately in reland, only 
they have delay'd the giving the Signal for a new 
Maſſacre, till matters were ripe for it in England. 

12 The Refleftor has reaſon to avoid the ſaying 
any thing to the Article of Scotland, for even his 
Confidence could not ſupport him in juſtifying the 
King's claiming an Abſolute Power, to which all 
are bound-to obey withour reſerve, and the Repcal- 
ing of a great many Laws upon that pretenhion ; 


this is too groſs for Huaian Nature, and the Prin- 


ciples of all Religions whatſoever. Our Author a- 
yoids ſpeaking to it, becauſe he does not kaow the 
extent of the Prerogative of that Crown. But no 
Prerogative can go to an Obedience without Re- 
ſerve, nor can Abſolute Power conſiſt with any Le- 
gal Government. 

13, The Declaration had ſet forth, that the E- 
vil Counſellors had repreſented the Expedient, 
offer'd by the Prince and Princeſs, as ofter?d on de- 
ſign to diſturb the Quiet and Happineſs of the King- 
dom; upon which the Refleftor beſtows this kind 
Remark on the Miniſtry : And did they not fay true, 
as it happens? Believe me, ſole Folks think many 
of them are not often guilty of ſuch foreſight: 'T he 
Writer is angry that his ſide is not uppermolt, and 
tho' he includes himſelf in the Miniſtry by ſaying 
Us, when he ſpeaks of them, yet here, tho” he was 
ro cenſure the Party that is againſt him, he diſtin- 
eviſhes them, by ſaying many of the Counſellors uſe 
not to have ſuch foreſight : But perhaps they can ob- 
jeQt as much to his foreſight, and with: as much 
reaſon. But if the King comes up to Mr. Fage!s 
Letter, why was it rejected with ſo much ſcorn, 
and anſwered with ſo much Inſolence* Now per- 
haps they would hearken to it, when they have 
brought both themſelves and the Nation to the 
brink of Ruine, "by their mad Councils: 
ought to be forgiveg, ſince they have been true to 
the Principles and DiCtares of their Religion. 

14. Our Reflector thinks a Free Parliament a Chi- 
mera, and indeed he and his Friends have been at a 
great deal of pains to, render it impollible. But 
perhaps he may be quickly cured of his Error, and 
a Free One is the ſooner like to be choſen, when he 
and ſuch as he, are ſet at a due diſtance from the 
publick Councils. If Members are ſometimes choſen 

y drinking and other PraQtices, this is bad enough, 
bur (till it is not ſo bad as the laying a force upon 
the Eletors, and a reſtraint upon the Eleftion. Nor 
is it very much ro the King's Honour, to remember 
how the laſt Parliament was choſen ; it was indeed 
a very diſguſting Ellay in the beginning of a Reign, 
and gave a ſad proſpect of what might 
tax; if one Violence was born with, when the ſtruggle 
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the progres of his.deſign , are no-more to be n 
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of another Party ſeemed to excuſe it ; this does .v 
prove that a courſe of ſach Violentes, when the De- 
lign is become both more viſible, and leſs excuſable, 
ought to be endured. If the Members of that Par- 
lament proved Worthy Patriots, I do not ſee why 
they ought not to be remembred with Honour, tho? 
there is a. great deal to be ſaid upon their firſt ele- 
vation to that Character, which they maintained 
indeed nobly ; ſo that if the firſt Conception of 
that Parltament was Irregular, yet its End was Ho- 
nourable, ſince never a Parliament was difſoly*d up- 
on a more Glorious Account. 

15. The Reilector ſets up all his Sail, when he 
enters upon the Article of the pretended Prince of 
Wales : This was a Point by which he hoped to me- 
rit highly, and upon that, to gain ground on that 
Party of the Court, on whom he had reflected with 
ſo much ſcorn. Therefore here muit the Prince 
be attackt with all the Malicious force to which his 
Rhetorick conld carry him; and all thoſe Men of 
Honour that went over to wait on him at the Hague 
and to repreſent to him the bleeding and deſperate 
Condition. of the Nation, muſt be ſtigmatized as 2 
lewd Crew of Renegadoes : tho? I muſt tell him, that 
the common acception, of Renegadoe, is one that 
changes his Religion, and by this he will find ſome 
near him to whom- that Character belongs more 
juſtly. He almoſt blames the King for the low ſtep 
he lately made to prove that Birth : It was a low 
one indeed, to make ſo much adoe, and to bri 
together ſuch a Solemn Appearance, to hear ſo ſlight 
a Proof produced: which could have no other 
but to make the Impoſture ſo much the more viſible 
when the utmoſt attempts to ſupport it, appear to 
be now ſo feeble, that as to the main point of the

colour of a proof produc'd: And it is certain, that if 
this had been a fair thing, the Court would have ſo

17. What is ſaid of the Prince's referring all 
matters to the determination of a Free Parliament, 
is roo flat to require an Anſwer : This was a plzu- 
ible thing , and therefore it ought to have been et- 
ther quite paſt over , or ſomewhat of force ought 
to have been ſet againſt it. This is not the refer- 
ring of other peoples Rights to a Partiament ; but 
the leaving the healing of the Nation to thoſe who 
are its proper Phyſicians. And the taking a Cure 
out of the hands of the Court; inſtead of that, 1s 
like the renouncing a ſore Method and a good Phy- 
fician, and the hearkening to the arrogant promi- 
ſes of a bold Mountebank. The Prince has promi- 
ſed to ſend away his Army 2s ſoon as the ſtare of 
the Nation will permit, upon which the Reflector 
fays,that here is but a Foreigner*s word againlt our 
own King's ; and he refers 1t to onr Allegiance to 
judge, which of the two we ought to truſt.”

to have the Government ſetled on its true Baſis, 
and that he will ſee it done. 

19. The Reflector is in great wrath, becauſe the 
Prince has, in his Additional Declaration , ſhewed 
how little regard ovg' :0 be had to that imperfect 
Redreſs of Grievances that has been offered of late.

20. Be fancies that what the Prince gets vy the 
Sword, he will keep by the Sword : And upon this 
he" tells us, that he ſaid Once to the King, that the 
bringing the Dzcch Army to the Diſcipline in which 
it was, 'had coſt 1300 Lives : upon which he wiſhes 
thoſe who valve the Magna Charta, and Trials by 
Jories, to make ſome Refleftions. But ſince the 
Situation and Conſtitution of Holland, makes an 
Army neceſſary to them,and ſince they have provided 
by particular Laws, that Marſhal Diſciplize ſhould 
2 Maintalrd by a Council of War, nothing could 
have been contriv?d more for the Prince's Honour, 
than to tell us that he has fo ordered the Matter, 
that the Army is become one of the moſt Regular 
and Inoffenſive Bodies of Men that is in all Hol- 
{ard'; which this Nation ſees now, with no ſmall 
aſtoniſhment ; to whom one Regiment of 1riſh, has 
given more fear and diſorder, than this great Army 
has done to the places thro? which it has paſs'd. The 
RefleQtor tells us 2lſo,-as a very ridiculous thing, 
that the Prince who has left the Dutch no Liberty ar 
home, comes now to ſecure ours here: And to make 
the Parallel compleat between the Prince and a near 
Relation of his, he pretends that he broke his Oath 
to the States of Holland, he' having promiſed ne- 
ver to be Statholder, tho? it ſhould be offer'd him : 
And toconclude all againſt him, he faies, there is 
no' more proportion between the Ancient Liberties 
of Holland, and his preſent Government,than there is 
between London and Brandford.Here is the force of 
all his Malice, but we who have ſcen the. State of 
Afﬀairs in Holland, and the Freedome of the Go- 
vernment there, know that Expland can wiſh for no 
greater Happineſs, than that che Laws and Govern- 
ment here, may be Maintained as exattly here, as 
they are there : And the late Unanimous Concur- 
rence of all the Provinces, and of all the Negatives 
in every Province, and not only of all the Members.” 
in every one of theſe Bodies, but indeed -of the

their Power to give it up: So that here was no 
breach of Oath, but only a Relaxation of the Obli- 
gation that was made to the States, The Refletions 
end with a piece of Railery, which might paſs, if ir 
were either witty or decent ; but if the things that 
are abjeted ſeem irregular, 1 fancy- that Mr. Pews 
Writing for Popery,and Mr. Secwarr's for Tyranny, 
are things every whit as lncongruous as any of theſe,

And thus 1 have given you a ſhort view of the Miartial Actions of this Heroick 
Prince ; and will now only Inſtance a few of his Politicks relating ro the Civil Govern- 
ment. | | 

There have been many Nluftrious Men carried on by the Heat of Youthful Courage, 
whom Siccefs hath Crowned with Victory, that have been eſteemed great Conquerors ; 
but all Hiſtory cannot produce a Parallel of a Perſon of rhe Age of this Young Prince, 
to have been fo great a States-man, and fo well skilled in the Politicks of Goverg- 
ment, -' \ 37 hs 

When he was declared Sradtholder at the Age of about 22 Years, he found the Go- 
vernment quite out of Frame, the Laws prevaricated or overturned, and fuch a Re 
lation in Cities and Corporations, as we lately had here in England; all the Juſt, Grave, 
Worthy Magiſtrates turned ovt, and only fuch put into their Places ({ tho never fo un- 


_ deſerving ) as favoured the Fation of the De Wits. 


And as the City of Dort firſt led the way, and made him their Stadtholder, he not 
only ſetled that City, but Weſt- Friezeland, and the City of Middlepnrg, which were 
all in Uproar and Confuſion; he no ſooner appear'd amongſt them, but their Diffe- 
rences and Mutinies vaniſhed ; the Fame of his Succeſs againſt their Enemies abroad, 
and the Sweetneſs and Moderation which he expreſt at home, gained him fo much Re- 
verence, that their Arms fell out of - their Hands, rhe Ancient Magiſtrates were reſto- 
red, and all thoſe States and Cities to their former Peace and Tranquility. 

He never had the leaſt Relax from his Martial Employments, but he fapplied himfelf 
in that ſpare time in Reformation of the Government ; he cauſed New EleQions to 
be made of Perſons to officiate in the College of Counſellors Ele ; and a New Choice 
to repreſent the Body of the Nobility ; and placed Men of Integrity and Ability to be 


' of the Magiſtracy and Councils of the ſeveral Cities ; he drew up fuch Orders for 


their well Government for the future, which he was {o far from impoſing on them, that 
after 'they had debated them in their ſeveral Aſſemblies, they not only Joyfully appro- 
ved of them, bur in requital fetled the Offices of Governour-General, Captain and 
Admira! General on him and his Male Iffve. | 

Thus this Valorous and Pradent Prince redeemed his Country and Religion from the 
ſlavery of the Potent Freach King, and reſetled the Government upon its Ancient Bafis, 
which had been in a horrid Confuſion, through the Treachery of the De Witts, and the 
Diſorders which the French Invaſion had contaminatedit withal ; and in the Year 2678 
that Victorious French Monarch was forced; and did conclude a Peace with the Prince 
of ORANGE, much to his Glory and Renown, and as much to the Advantage of 
the States of the Znited Provinces; the French King, quitting by this Peace, all that he 
had taken from them. But as if he were deſigned by Heaven, not only to be the 
Saviour of his own Country and Religion, but the Champion of the Lord of Hoſts, 
to deliver his true Church from the Fury, Treachery, and Tyranny of its Enemies z 
the Church of £g/and being ſurrounded with Dangers, that threatned her on every 
ſide, thoſe Laws that were made and accounted as the Bulwarks againſt Popery, bg- 
ing all made invalid. The Judges and Chict Miniſters of State then in Office cor 


rupted ; 


rupted , and fuch as ſought her Ruin. The King himſelf, tho of fxcellent Wit) 
Qualities, yet poyſoned by Jeſuits Powder, and other corrupted Officers; by whom 1 
he was miſled to his great Misfortune. The Chutch of F»g/and beirig in this 
Deplorable Condition, ſending up her Prayers to Heaven for a Moſes to deliver 
her, and withal imploring the aid, by her Clergy, Nobility, and Gentry, of our 
Wiliam Henry Prince oft ORANG E, he pitying her Tears, and to approve him- 
ſelf the only Champion for the Proteſtant Religion, takes the Almighty's Cauſe in 
hand, and with an inconſiderable Force to what was raiſed againſt him, Lands in Eng- 
land, and finds the effets of his Virtues more powerful than his Sword ; for the Fame 
of his Valour and Condu, Prudence, Juſtice and Moderation, being his forcrunners, 
the Gates of all Cities and Strong-holds opened to fm : And not only fo, bur For- 
 treſſes more obſtinate and difficult to Conquer; I mean the hearts of the Clergy, No- 
bility and Gentry of the whole Kingdom : And it is much a Nobler Conqueſt over 
the Hearts, than the Bodies of Men. And he, to ſhew that his Zeal in this Expedition 
was only {or the Proteſtant Religion, ſpurs on the Convention of the Lords and, Com- 
mons Aſſembled, and leaves it wholly to them to ſettle the Government, and their Re- 
ligion, upon ſuch a firm Baſis, that it may hereafter outbrave all the Treachery and 
Fury of Rome ; and that the Laws and Properties of the Subject tray be ſecured from 
Tyranny and Opprefſſion for the future. 


| ſhall now come to a Coral/ary upon the whole : As to his Phiſiognomy, it is Martial ; 
but tho' there is a fierceneſs in his Eyes, yet withal a Chatming Sweetneſs, and a little 
Melancholly Air in his Countenance, 1n which you may read Temperance and Mild- 
neſs; His Courage has been ſuch in his green years, that he oppoſed the French King 
in Perſon, the great Conde, Turene, Luxemburgh, and ſeveral other great Generals ; 
and not only meaſured his Sword with them, but gained much more Honour upon 
them, than they did on him. His Patience and Temperance was ſo great, that he 
endured all the indignities the De Witts and States-General put upon him in his mino- 
rity, without 2 murmur: His Prudence and Policy in Civil Government is without 
parallel, in the Setling the Government and Religion of his Country, notwithſtand- 
ing all the contuſions the De Wirts, and the French Invaſion had brought it irito, on 
the old Foundation : And not only fo, but improved its Glory to ſach a pitch, through 
his Conduct, thar now the States-General of the United Provinces are the moſt po-

E Your Majeſty's moſt Loyal Subjets the Com- 
mons of England in Parliament Aſſembled, 
. have taken into our moſt ſerious Conſidera- 
tion the Condition and State of this Nation 1n reſpeft of 
France, and Forcign Alliances ; In order to which, we have 
Examined the Miſchiefs brought upon Chriſtendom in late 
Years by the Frexch King, who, without any reſpect toJu- 
ſticc, has by Fraud and Force indeayourcd to ſubject it to 
an Arbitrary and Univcrſal Monarchy. Ga 
' In Profecurion of this Deſign, ſo pernicious to the Repoſe 
and Safety of Exrope', he has neglected none of thoſe means 
how indirect ſoeycr, which his Ambition or - Ayarice could 
ſuggeſt to him. The Faith of Treatics among all Princes, 
eſpecially Chriſtian Princes, ever held moſt Inviolable, has 
never been able to reſtrain him, nor the ſolemneſt Oaths 
to bind him, whenany Occaſion preſented it ſelf for Ex- 


tending the Limits of his Kingdom , or Opprefling thoſe 


whom his Intereſt inclined him to Qualific by the Name of 
his Enemies. Witneſs his haughty and groundlcſs Declara- 
tion of War againſt the States General of the United Provinces 
in the Year 1672, in which he aſſigned no other Reaſon 
for diſturbing chat profound Peace, which through God's 
Mercy, all Exrope enjoyed at that time; But his ownglory 
and' his Refolucion to: Puniſh the Dutch, for ſome ey 
nary {lights and difreſpe&ts whych he would haye _e 
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World believe they had put upon him : Whereas the 
true Occaſion of that War was nothing clſc but a formed. 
Deſign laid down and agrecd upon by that King and his 
Accomplices, for the Subverfion of the Liberties of Europe, 
and for Aboliſhing the Common Wealth of Holland, as be- 
ing too dangerous an Example of Liberty to the Subjects 
of Neighbouring Monarchs.

In a Word,the whole Se- 
ries of the French King's ACtions for many Years laſt 
paſt has been ſo ordered,as if it were his Intention not 
only to render his own People extreamly miſerable, 
by intoHerable Impoſition of Taxes,to be employed in 
maintaining an incredible Number of Dragoons and 
other Soldiers, to be the Inſtruments of his Cruelty 
upon ſuch of them as refule in all things 'to comply 
with his unjuſt Commands, but likewile to hold all 
the neighbouring Powers in perpetual Alarm and Ex- 
pence tor the maintaining of Armies and Fleets, that 
they may bein a Poſture to defend themſelves againſt 
the Invador of their common Safety and Liberties. 
Examples of this fort might be innumerable, but his 
Invaſion of Flanders and Holland ſince the laſt T ruce of 
1684. and the Outrages committed upon the Empire

Truſts, and deſcending even to Intrigues by Women, 
who were ſent or married into the Countries of di- 


verſe Potent Princes, to lie as Snakes in their Boſoms 
to eat out their Bowels, or to inſtil that Poyſon into 
them which might prove theDeſtruction of them and 
their Countries, of which Poland, Savoy and Spain, to 
mention no more at preſent, can give but too ample 
Teſtimonies. 

The infolent Uſe he has made. of his ill-gotten 
Greatneſs has been as Excravagant as the means of 
procuring it, for this the ſingle Inſtance of Genoa may 
ſuffice; which without the leaſt Notice or any Ground 
of aQuarrel whatſoever was bombarded by the French 
Fleet, and the Doge and four principal Senators of 
that  Free-State conſtrained in perſon to humble 
themſelves at that Monarch's Feet;which in the Style 
of France was called Chaſtiſing Sbvereigns for caſting Um- 
brage upon-his Greatneſs. | 

His PraCtices againſt England have been of the ſame 


_nature,. and by corrupt means he has conſtantly and 


with too much Succeſs endeavoured to get ſuch Power 
in the Court of England, in the time of King Charles 
the Second and the late King James, as might by de- 
grees undermine the Government and true Intereſt of 
this flouriſhing Kingdom. | | 
Another Art which he has uſed to weaken England, 

and ſubject it to his aſpiring Deſigns, was a” to 

admit 
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admit an equal Ballance of Trade, nor conſent to any 
uſt Treaty or Settlement of Commerce, by which he 

romoted our Ruine at our own Charge. X 

When from a Juſt Apprehenſion of this formidable 
growing Power of France, the Nation became 'Zea- 
lous to right themſelves; and the Houſe of Com- 
mons, in the Year. 1677. being aſſured they ſhould 
have an aCtual War againſt France, cheerfully raiſed 
a great Sum of Mony, and an Army as readily appear: 
ed to carry on the War ; that Intereſt of France had 
{till Power enough to render all this ineffeual, and 
and'to fruſtrate the Nation of all their Hopes and 
_ Expectations. 

Nor did France only render this deſired War ineffe- 
Qual, but had Power enough to make us practice 
their Injuſtice and Irregularities (ſome Years before) 
by turning our Force.againſt our next Neighbours, 
by aſſaulting their Smirna Fleet. 

Nor were they more Induſtrious,byCorrupt Means, 
to obtain this Power, than careful, by the ſame ways 
to ſupportit; and knowing that from Parliaments 
only could probably proceed an Obſtrufion to their 
Secret Practices, they attempted to make a Bargain, 
That they ſhould not meet in ſuch a time ; in which 
they might hope to perfect their Deſigns, of enflay- 
ing the Nation. | 

In the ſame Confidence of this Power they violently 
ſeized upon part of Hudſon's Bay ; and when the mat- 
ter was complained of "7 the Company, ' and the In- 
Jury. offered to be proved, the beſt Expedient France 
could find to cover their Injuſtice, and prevent Sa- 
tisfaction, was to make ule of their great Intereſt in 
the Court of England to keep it from ever coming to 
be heard. Rds bo ou 
The French King, in purſuance of his uſual Me- 
thods, of laying hold of any Opportunity that might 
increaſe his Power, and give Diſtufbance to others, 
has now carried on an actual War in Ireland, ſending 
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thither a great number of Officers with Mony, Arms 
and Ammunition, and under the Pretence of afli{ting 
the late King 7ames, he has taken the Government of 
Afﬀairs into his Hands, by putting all Officers into 
Conimands, and managing the whole Buſineſs by his 
Miniſters, and has already begun to uſe the ſame 
Cruelties and Violences upon your Mazyeſty's Subjects, 
as he has lately praQtiſed in his own Dominions, and 
in all other Places,where he has got Power enough to 
deſtroy. 

Laſtly, TheFrench King's Declaration of War a- 
gainſt the theCrown of Spain,is wholly grounded upon 
its Friendſhip toyour Majeſty's Royal Perſon,and no 
other cauſe of denouncingWar againſt it is therein al- 
ledged, than the Reſolution taken in that Court, to fa- 
vour your Majeſty, whom he molt injurioufly terms 
the Uſurper of England, an Inſolence never-enough to be 
reſented and deteſted by your Majeſty's Subjects. 

After our humble Repreſentation of all theſe Parti- 
culars to your Majeſty, if your Majeſty ſhall think 
fit to enter into a War agaiuſt France, We humbly aſ- 
ſare your Majeſty, That we will give you ſuch Affi- 
ſtance in a Parliamentary way, as ſhall enable your 
Majeſty to ſupport and go through the ſame ; and we

Y LORDS, When We faw that it was no longer fafe for Us to remain within Our 

Kingdom of E»g/and, and that thereupon We had taken Our Reſolutions to with- 
draw tor ſome time; We left to be communteated to you and to all Our Subjects, the 
Reafons of Our withdrawing : And were hkewiſe reſolved at the fame time to leave ſuch 
Orders behind Us to you of Our Privy Conncel, as might beft ſuir with the preſent Rate 
of Aﬀairs - But that being altogether unſafe for Us at that trme ; We now think fir to let 
you know, that tho it has been Our conſtant Carefince Our firft Acceffion to the Crown, 
to Govern Our Pcople wit't that Juſtice and Moderation, as to gre, it poſſible, no oc- 
caſion of Complaint ; yet more particularly upon the late Invation, ſeeing how the De- 
ſign was laid ; and fearing that Our People, who conld not be deftroy'd but by themſelves, 
might by little imaginary Grievances, be cheated into a certain Ruine: To prevent ſo 
great Miſchief, and to take away not only all juft Canfes, but even pretences of Diſcon= 
tent ; We freely, and of Our Own Accord, redreffed aft thoſe things that were {@t forth 
as the Cauſes of that Invaſton: And that We might be informed by the Councel and Ad- 
vice of Our Subjects themſelves, which way We might give them a further and full fariC 
fftion, We reſolved to meet them in a Free Parliament: And in order to it, We firſt 
laid the Foundation of ſuch a Free Parliament, in reſtoring the City of Lozdon and the 
reſt of the Corporationsto their Antient Charters and Priviledges ; and afterwards a&nal- 
ly appointed the Writs to be iſſued out for the Parliaments Meeting on the x 5th. of Ja- 
waary ; But the Prince of Orange ſeeing alt the ends of his Declaration anfwered, the 
People begining to be undecetived,and returning apace to theirAntient Duty and Altegiance;

king V/iam againſt. the Popes Supremacy, and againſt the Errors of the Church of Rowe ; for Men muſt be of x 
Religion or no Religion, But I am for the whole Nation to be unanimous for King PF3#-m according to the 
Proteſtant Religion ; and 1f any Man will fay, before he conſiders with a mature Confideration, that I write too 
much Tautology, when he recolleQs his Mind, 1 hope neither he, nor any Man, will Cenfure me, in Conſides 
ration that I write by way of Expoſition for the Preteſtant Religion, wiich is of the greateſt moment in the 
World : For there is no Man can he too mnch for the Proteſtant Religion, becanſe it is of a large Extent and 
very Comprehenſive, which has been the occaſion of learned Divines in all Aves tO wiite multiplicity of Books 
Concerning it; and as Popiſh Opprefion 3s worſe then picking of a Mar,'s Potket { becarie it condemns the in- 
nocency of thoſe that have been murder'a for denying the Popiſti Religion) fo for any Officer of a $1 jeanc ar 
Arins (that has any Place of Truſt belonging to the King and Governmenc) to at Popiſh Oppreſiion upon any 
one of his Majelty's Subjects, contrary to the King's deſign in coming into this Land, for the Relief of ail the 
Proteſtants in Engiand againſt Popery, he 1s worſe then a Pick-pocket 3 ard that Man is a Rogue that will juſtify 
thoſe Proteſtants rh3t were murdered for denying; the Popilh Rehgjon dyed guilty and not innocent 3 For my 
Deſign is, to prove the Innocency of all thoſe chat. have been murder'd for denying the Popuh Religion. And 
as Popiſh Cruelty is the worſt of Cruclties, ſorhat Man is a Rogoe that is for ating Popith Opprefiion upon any 
one of his Majeſty's Snbjeas, contrary to the King's detign of coming into this Land for the relief of all the Pro- 
teſtants in England againſt Popery ; and this js Popiſh Opprettion for avy Man to be turned ont of his Place in the 
late Popiſh Retgn,and not to have relief under 2 Proteſtant King and Government for denying the PopiſhRetigion ; 
and as Popiſh Opreſlion tavours Popith intereſt, {o 1 hope there is now n9 Proceitant to England but whats ifainkt 
all Popiſh Oppreſſion whatſoever, fo that ajl Proteſtants ought fo have their Greivouces redrefſed by Parlia- 
ment. 

Ant certainly, now there is no Interef whativever onght to obſtruct the Liberty and Freelom of any of the 
Proteſtants 1n Frglaza againſt Popery, or m theti denial of the popiſh Relivion; and there is no Plez compa- 
1:ble to this Plea of Mo Slavery, No Popery ; for it is a good Plea for the King and. Parttament, or for 3 Pco- 
teſtant Fing and Government, apainlt the Pope's Supremacy, as It is a deal of rhe poViih Religion in defence 
of the Innocency of the Martyrs. And now to juſtife this Plea of Mo Slavery, No #opery, as that it is a good 
Plea for the King and Country, and for the King and Pariinment.

tirnde of People, and nor alone in ary one finple Perſon, Ui. that it is ina general way in the whole Nation 3 and-- 


that it cannot he ſo much in a few perſons, as it 1s ina multitude of people ; and this multitade of people may be 
nnderſtood all the P: oteſtants in England, and as any one ſingle perion 1s Þut 4 particular part of the King's Ho- 
nour, fo that if there 1s any one bad perſon in this mulricude of people, yet the King's Honnur is never the 
worſe for that, becanſe Ris Majeſty can maintain His Honour, in ratiing of the Good and putting down of rhe 
E2d ; and as the King is God's Vicegerent, ſo God Almighty has created a multitude of People for 2 Vindication 
of His Majeſty's Crown and Dignity , and fo hoping that all the Proteſtants in England will be unanimous in a 
reneral Vote, That whatſoever all the Proteſtants in England can do for the King, it13 not comparable to that 
incſtimavle kindne(s of the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty , in ſecuring an preterving the Proteſtant Religion 
apyainſt Popery, ©c. And in the multitude of Counſellors there 15 Sa{cry, Froin hence | do allo infer, Thar any one 
M2n's Wiſdom is not ſufficient, becauſe the wiſeſt of mortai Men are fuljer ro Willakesz fo that if one Man 
miſtakes another may iectity 5 how inuch more a multitude of Connfellors : Ana that there cannot be fo much 
ſafety in a few Counſellors, as there is in a multitude of Connfellors, and © multitude of Counſellors, by the 
conſent of the King and of all his people in Parlizment, 15 che fyppor t, power, Frength, defence and ſafety of 
the King and Kingdom ; - and then conſequently ,, that Man tha! now denies rhe Commons of Erglend to be the 
greateſt. Intereſt of the King and Kingdom, he 18 no better than a Clear, ans an Enemy to tlie King and King- 
dom ; for ſoit 15 az} PITENT by King Solomon the wiſelt of kings, That tm the mu'ntude of Counſellors there 1s Safety z 
that is to ſay, Safety in point of Power to defend, Safety in point of Plenty to preterve, and Safety 1a point. of 
knowledge and Wiſdom for the ratifying of Eqgnity and Juſtice. 

Firſt, Safety in point of power to deſend ; A nwltitude of Counſcliors, by the conſent of the King, and of 
all his People in Parliament ; is not only the power, ſtrength, defence and ftery of che King and Kingdom, bnt 
It is an Amicable Concord betwixt the King and all his Subjects. 

Secondly, Safcty in point of plenty to preſerve z for there mult be plenty. to preferve the King's Perſon, as 
well as power to defend Him, or elſc there cannot be ſafety, and all tius is comprized in the Commons of Eng - 
land; for here is pleaty of feople, of Treaſnre, and of alt focts of Provitions and Necellar ies: for the fipport 
and detence of His Majeſty's Royal Perſon and Government, ſo that here 1s that inexhauttible Fountain of 
Treaſure ir the Trade and Traffick of all the People of England, which 15 like the Tide that Ebbs and Flows, 
fo that whatſocver Taxcs they pay it returns to them again in their way of Trade z and now whatſoever all the 
Proteſtants in Frg/and can do for the King, It is not comparable to that ineſtimable Kindnets of the King's molt 
Excellent Majeſty, in ſecuring and preſerving the Proteſtant Religion againſt Popery, &c.

buth Body and Soul, and thus they counted that they did God Service in kiiling of Hereticks ; and accordingly, 
if the Pope covid now have his Will, as it is not Afony or Submilſion that ſhould then obtain a Fardon, fo he 
would Execute his Revenge upon all the Proteſtants in Exgiand with the greateſt Barbarity he could invent, and 
when tne Pope is Mad, and cannot Execute his Revenge, then he Curſeth by Bell, Book and Candle, which is 
the laſt Revenge of the Pope, when he ſhews his Teeth and cannot Bire, and this is the Pope's SanRtity, or 
Santum Sarttoram, which is neither derivative from Chriſt, nor from his Apoſtles, For Chriſt came nos to deſtroy 
Men's Lives, but to ſave them, Luke 9.

Wine, and to content the People with a Bit of Wafer, or a Bit of Bread ; whereas all Men may be Aſtoniſhed 
with Acimiration at. the infinite Condeſcention of Chriſt in taking cur luman Nature upon Him who was God 
manlteſt in the Fleſh, 1 Tim. 3. 16. Yea, to prove that Chriſt was upon the Earth, he was ſeen by multitudes, 
ti working of Miracles, and was frequent with his Diſciples, 2nd at that time when he brake Bread, 
ard gave unto them , ſaying, Thu do 1 remembrance of me, Luke 22. 19. 1 Corintbians 11. 24, 25» 
So that the Adminiſtration of the Sacrament is a Pledge of the Ineſtimable love of God in Chriſt, reconciling

1.7. in arder for the Renovation - of our Lives and Convertation in the Mortification of Sin, and 
the Vivification of Grace for vs to live upon him by Faith ; in a Life of Santification, in hopes of Eternal 
Life through the merits of Chriſt our Noble Benefaftor, to whom be aſcribed all gratitude and Holy Adoration, 
for the henefits we have received by him, 1 Theſ. 4. 3. Having obtaticd Eternal Redemption for wi, Fith g. 12. 
And fo the Euchariſt is for the Confirmation of the Faith of all rrue Believers, in a devout Commemoration 
of the Agony and Blaody Sweat, of the Croſs and Paſlion, of the Barberous Crucifixion, and of the precious 
Death and Burial of Chrift, his Vitorious Deſcention and Triumph over Death, the Grave and Hell, Rom.

15. (fo that there is hopes of Salvation by a 
true Fa:th, in the Merits of Chriſt, for the worſt of Sinners, but there is no Salvation in the Pope, who Ex- 
alts himſelf to be above Chriſt, } And that he ſhall come again in Glory to Judg bot!: Quick and dead, at which 
Glorious appearance of Chriſt, it will bea Day of Jubilee to the Righreous. for then all Tears ſhall be wip'd 
2Fay from their Eyes, as it is in Kev. 7. 17. Iſa. 25. 8. Rev 21.4 all Troubles, Commortions and Perturbations, 
ſhall be rurn'd into ſolid Peace 3nd Tranquility, fo that they ſhall never ſuffer under any more Miſery of Tor- 
mencing Pains and Anguiſh, groanings of Pain, Grief and Anxiety of Spirit ; and then all Sorrow ſhall be 
turn'd into Mirth, for in that Day Chrilt will ay to thoſe on his Right Hand, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, inhe- 
rit the Kingdom prepared for you from the Foundation of the World, Matth 25. 31, 32, 33, 34. And thus Chrift 
himſelf will recetve them into the Celeſtial Paradice, the Kingdom of Glory, where they fhall receive Diadems of 
Rizhreouſneſs, of |.ife, Immortality, Erernal Life, and of endleſs Bliſs and Glory, 2 Tim 4. 8. Rev. 2.10. For 
the Righteous, ſhall be Crown'd with Eternal Glory, 1 Per.

And by Meſiengers of their own, the Lords acquainred the Com- 
mons with the ſaid Two Reſolutions: And alſo, That they agrecd to a Free Conterence with the 
Commons, and appointed the next Day.

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ed to the paſting of divers Grants trom the Crown, ro ſeveral Perſons of Lands in' Ireland. 

And yer Sir Edward Seymour, vir Stepben Fox, and Mr. Pe!/bam, who being leverally Lords Com- | 
mithoners of the Treaſury, did ſeverally affenr' to rhe paſſing of divers like Grants from his Ma- 1 
jeſty, of Lands in Ireland, ſtand Unimpeach'd. \ 

That in the Impeachments againſt the Earl of Orford and Lord Sommers, one of the Articles ! 
againſt them is, for procuring a Commithon to Captain Wi//zam Kidd, and hkewile a Grant under 
the Great Seal, of the Ships and Goods of certain Perſons therein named, ro certain Perſons in 
]ruſt for them.

but were ſpoken upon juſt Occaſion given, in anſwer to ſeveral Expreſſions that fell from the Ma- 
nagers, remote (as he conceives) trom the Matter in Queſtion, and Refletting on the Honour and 
Juſtice of the Houſe of Peers: And'in Maintenance and Defence of the Lords Reſolution, and Tu- 
dicature, and conformable ro the Duty he owes to the ſaid Houſe. And the faid Lord humbly 
demands the Judgment of this Honourable Houle therein.  . 

And the ſaid Lord Haverſham Denies, That he ſpoke the Words ſpecified in the ſaid Charge, in 
ſuch Manner and Form as the fame are therein ſet down. | 

And having thus given a true Account of this Matter, and it being true and indiſputable, That 
ſome Lords in this Houſe equally concerned in Facts, tor which other Lords are Impeached by the 
Houſe of Commons, are ſtill near the King's Perſon, in the greartelt Places of Truſt and Honour, 
and Unimpeached : And alſo, That ſeyeral Members of the Houſe of Commons, equally con- 
cerned in the ſame FaQs for which ſome of the Lords are Impeached, do however remain Unim- 

ached. The faid Lord thinks ſuch a Truth could never have been more properly ſpoken in 
the Maintenance and Defence of your Lordſhips Judicature and Reſolutions, and infiſterh, That 
what he faid at the Free Conference was not any Scandalous Reproach, or Falſe Exprefſion, or any 
ways tending to make a Breach in the good Correſpondence between the Lords and Commons, or 
to the Interrupting the Publick Juſtice of the Nation, by delaying the Proceedings on the Impeach- 
ments at that Conference, as in the faid Charge is alledg'd : Bur agreeable to Truth, in Diſcharge 
of his Duty, and in the Defence of the Undoubted Right and Judicature of this Houſe.

2Ees of cur Princes having ſo great an influence 17 reiavzon tor our Peace and War, 
either in the continuance of Peace, or prevention or ending of War, we are 
cerainly fo muck to acquieſce m the Wiſdom of our Kings, and their Privy-Coun- 
i, as to leave that, which few can underitznd, and none but thoie that know 
the Intrezgues and Secrets of Kings and Fore:gn Princes, their Actions, Deſigns 
2nd purpoſes, car pretend to fathom ; we ought, I ay, to leave theſe matters 
to their Care and Maragemnent, ; 

And if the event of fuch Leagues and undertakings fhou'2 not aniwer our Ex- 
pectation, yet. the Miniſters of State or Adviſers, who. act Lut in 4 ſubordinate 
Srhere, when no deceit or Treackery can be charged upon them, are by their 
Obedience, neceſfary to the Commands of their Prince cr Superiour, to. be ac- 
cuirted from any mitzdvertures happening, which could neither be G.1cerned or 
rrevented ; it being fo univerſal part of reaton allowed, and received by 11, or 
the ereatelt part of Nations, in their Rules and Orgers of Government. 

The Alliance and 2greement berwixt Philip King of France, and our King Richard 
the Eirft, to goin Perſon with their Armies into P4izfine, and ſhare the Conqueſts 
of thoſe Provinces berween them, was in it felr laudable, and ike to have been 
fucceful, had noe the emulation of the French, amd their envy at King Richards 
Glory divided them: however we don't find in our Hiſtory that the Adv irs of 


ths Expex either bore the blame of the King of France's returning home 
im. the invaſion of the Dutchy of Nomnandj upon the advaintzge of his 


' ablence, and his Unfortunate [mprifcament in his way homeward by the Duke 
of Azftrie, the great rantom. paid for his delivery, 2nd his Brother Febn's Ulurp- 
mg and domimeering in Eng'2n{ in the mean time. ; 

Nor was the lois of the Batre], wherein King Fc5n of France was taken Pri- 
foner by our brave Blzck Princz. to the almoit utter ruin of his Kingdom, !n:puted 
to the Miniffry of that Prince ; or the taxing of Francis the Firſt, King of France, 
afrer the Ba=el of Pavis, by the Forces of the Emperour Charles the Fifth, and 
his long impriſonment afterazrds 2: 2£:14r1d, laid upon either the Comrivers or 
Incouragers of thoſe Wars. 


And altho' fore Prefidents nay be found out of nzny things anfealonably ard 
unreaſonably demanded in forme, tho' not many of our former great Councils aud 
Parliaments, yet the Gentlemen that have diſcoveged, or would wake vie of therr,, 
may remember, it they pleate, the pernicious Contequences of taking t11e exercite 
of the Regal Power out of the King's hands, and lodging it in any cther what- 
ſoever. - Not to open our late wounds, Jet us only refiect upon King Henry the 
Third's unworthy Treatment from his Barons, and we hall ſoon be convine'd, 
that what I have aſſerted bere is built upon ſufficient proofs, 

The abovementioned Prince, at his Parliament held in Oxford, in the 401h. year 
of his Reign, met with ſo many undutiful demands, ( not unlike the nineteen 
as mayrnge made to King Charles the Firſt in 1642. ) that he was forced to fu; 
render to the Rebellzous Lords the exercile of the Regal Power. They muſt haye 
the management of all Afairs entruſted to the care of Twenty Fcur, Twelve of 
whom were to be elected by themſelves, and the other Twelve by the King, who 
it all things elſe was left a Cypher, and in this allo, tor he had neither the Elec- 
tion of publick Officers, nor of his private Arrendants: his half Brethren, and 
their followers he was obliged to diveſt of all their Fortunes, and Ciret his Writs 
to the Earls of Hellad and Surr), trs tren/portrione fratrum fuorum, who were not 
to pals either with their Money , Arms, or Ornaments, n:/z ix forms quam dif; 
Commnes myunxer7;mt. 

Nor was this a!l, but the Caſtle of Dover, and all other places of ſtrength in 
the Kingdom were put into the hands ot their own Creatures, who were ob- 
liged to take an Oath to be: true to the Government, and the Ike affurance was 
taken of all Sheriffs, Bayliffs, &c. and other publick Miniſters. This, tho' prims 
facie it was popular enough and taking, yet the true deſign was by dilplacing the 
taithful Servants of the King to open a way to their own Depe:dants. 

Morford, Gloceſter, and de Spencer, the Heads of thele arrogant Rebels, having 
by their vnduriful practiſes drawn the entire Adminiſtration of the State into the 
hands of Twenty Four Tribunes of the feople, and finding that power too much 
dilperſed to accompliſh their ambitious deſigns, force the King to fummon a Par- 
lament, where they got the Authority of the 2 4.to be delivered up to themlelves, 
and created a ſhort-hv'd Triumvirate, in order to make a ſpecdier way for one of 
them to become a DiFator jerterius: Theſe Three ele&t Nine Councellors, ard ap- 
point that Tres at minus alternatim ſemper in curia fint, to diſpoſe of the cuſtody 
of Caſtles, and de a/tis regni negotits : they relerve to themlelves the Choice of 
Chancellor, Chiet Juſtice, and Treaturer. In ſhort, of all Officers majores & 
minores, and bind the King to this hard bargain, upon ſuch ſtrong Security, thac 
he is content both under his great Seal, and by his Oath, to releaſe them from 
their duty of Allegiance,if he ſhould be ſo 11] adviſed as to affert the Honour of the 
Regal Dignity, liceat omnibus in regno contra nos infurgere, & 4d gravimen netrum 
eperm 77 oferam dave nebis in nullo tenentur. NO nec 

In this low Ebb of Fortune the poor Morarch begins with ſale of Lands, then of 
Jewels, Pawns G/ceine, and after that his Imperial! Crown, and when this ffock 
was exhauſted, the very Jewels and Ornaments of St. Edwari's Shrine, and

In King Edwar1 the Second's Reign certain great Lords, having obtained Com- 
mifltons from the King to manage the affairs of the Crown, thole Powers which 
weregivento them were afterwards by thatKing inParliament declared to be yoid, 
and the parties obtaining them puniſhed for incroaching upon the Regal Power 
and Authority, 

In the Tenth Year of the Reign of King Richard the Second the like Commiſors, 
or fomeching of that Nature, upon pretence of reforming Abules, having been 
Erarted by thac Xing, tho' to endure but for 2 Year,to certain of the great Lords 2 

>Ecers of the Crown, they were afterwards in the one and twentieth Year of 
that ur:forrunate King's Reign repealed by Act of Parhament, as incroaching up- 
02 Royal Authoricy, and no ſuch Commuſſions ordered hereafter to be granted. 

And in truth thoſe things, which the King is inveſted with pro bono publice, are 
ſo infeparably united to the Crown, and annexed to his Perton, that he cannot di- 
veſt himielf of them, or grant them to any other. Coke lib. 7. |: Caſe de Teri Laws. 

In common Nulances for not repairing of Bridges and High ways,77c. the Sui: 
is folely given to the King, quiz nulli mizis Rempublicam Tueri credirum tt quan 
rezt, but the King cannot perdon or ditcharge them : for 2s Brafon lays, C, 3, F. 
132. non poreft Rex gratiam facere cum damno & irjurid a:1crum ; lee Glanvil l, >, 
c. 15, and therefore ſince the reſtraint of the exerciſe of theſe Royal Powers is &:- 
rectly agaiaſt the ſafety of the people, he cannot grant them. 

In ſhort, the making of Lezgues, War or Peace io peculiarly belong to the 
Crown, that they cannot be taken away by Act of Parliament. There was 2 de- 
ftgn in the beginning of King Fames's Reign: to take away Tenures, by 2 Statute 
expreſly made to that purpote, but it was reſolved by the Judges, that jc a Sra- 
tute had been void, becauſe the Tenures were for the defence of the King and 
Kingdom.

3d of March, 1706. viz, That the Kingdom of Spain asd the 
Indies ſhall never be wiited, ror belong to the Perſen of bim who 
ſhall be Emperor er King of the Romans. 

ln conformity to the Senſe of this Article, and to the uni- 
yerſal Conſent of the Allies, who would net, nor ever have yielded, 
that a King of Spaiti ſboutd be Emperer of Germany , Her late 
Majeſty wrote to the ſeveral Electors in favour of King Charles, 
ia ſo ſtrong Terms, that he has fince own'd Her Goodneſ% jn 
his behalf, as what was mof Eſſential towards railing him to 
the Imperial Dignity. 

The Campagne of 1711. pais'd without any confiderable 
AQtion, and the Dutch refus'd to contribute towards the Ex- 
pence of Baracks 2nd Forage ; by which the Projects for Quarter- 
ing the whole Confederate Horſe under the Cannon of the Froa- 
tier Towns, and making Incurjons from thence into the Heart 
of Frence, during the Winter, as well as opening the Campagne 
early in 1712, were intirely trufrated; notwithſtanding the 
Duke of Aſzrlborouz': repreſented, that if ſuch Baracks and Fo- 
rage were not provided, it would he impoſſible to gatn 3ny Ad- 
vantave over the Enemy the following Snmmer, for they 
wou'd be foperior to the Confederates by Sixty Squadrons of 
Horle. 

Things being 2n this Sitnation, that i= tn faq, all Treaties for 
Peace perng Drote vN; and the Meatiures that wor'd wm 
bably have reduc'd the Enemy, meeting with Oppoſition from 
our Alles, Her Majeſty thought it proper not to refuſe 2 Paſſ- 
port, which the French King defir'd for a Perſon whom he in- 
tended to ſend to Her with Propoſals of 
Peace. The Paſſport was accordingly diſ- 
parch'd, and * Monſieur Meſnager came 
hither Inveſted with the Character of Ple- 
nipotentiary, and with a Letter from the 
French Ring , acknowledging Her late 
Majeſty Queen of Great Brirain ; that 
Prince having firſt xquainted rhe Stares-Genera!, that be d:7 in- 
tera ro Addreſs himſelf to the Queen on that Sutjeft, Her Majeſty 
Receiv'd this Perſon favourably, and Order 'd Her Miniſters 
to hear his Propoſa!s : In Obedience to Her Orders they con- 
fer'd with him, and in ſome time General Articles were agreed 
to, by which the Frezch King was odlig'd to give SatizfzRion to 
all the Allies ; the Points relating to England, were lizewiſe ad- 
juſted, and were to take effec in caſe that Satisfaction was gi- 
ven, and a general Peace concluded, not otherwiſe; for the 
late Queen was free from any Obligation whatioever to the 
French King. ; 

The States having been thus previonſly acquernted by the 
French King, that Propoſals were to be m2de at London for open- 
ing a Treaty of Peace ; the Propoſals that were mede havin; 
been immediately communicated to them by the late Quee: 
and the Conditions ſtipulated for Her own SubjeRs, deing t: 
tzke EffeQ only in caſe of a General Peace : It is evident Sh 
did, in the ſtricteſt manner, adhere to the Terms of the Eight! 
Article of the Grand Abiznce; by which it was agreed, Tha 
neither Party ſhould Treat without the Privity of the other 
It has been objeted by ſome, That the ſaid Propoſals or Pre 
Itminary Articles were properly a Treaty, but the Dzrch them 
ſelves take of that Objection; for they were ſo far from thi; 
ing them a Treaty, that they declar'd them not to be a ſofficie:: 
Foundation to Treat upon. 

Let us examia what has been the Condudt of the Durch ©. 
the like Occaſions, and we ſhall find, That when Articles wer: 
concerted at Gerrrugdenters, thoſe Conferences were beld b; 
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tie French and Durch, without the Intervention of the reſt of 
the Allies ; for when the Imperial Pleaipotentiary 1nfiſted, that 
ke had a Right to be preſent, the Durc? refus'd to adinit him ; 
and when he complain'a to Prince Eugene of this treatment, 
be receiy'd an Order from his Highneſs to follow the Example 
of the Br:rih Miniſter, whoſe Miſtreſs he faid, tho' She con- 
tributed more to the War than any of the Allics, did, how- 
ever, rcliign Her Self ſo catircly tothe Wiſdom of the States, 
That She truſted them alone with that Preliminary Negotiation. 
It we look farther back, we 1:1] find Mr. d Aligre made Propoſals 
of Peace to the Darch in Febru-ry 1756 , that Mr, Meſnager was In 
Hand moſt part of the Years 1707 and 1708, and convers'd 
with ſeveral of the Duzch Miniſters, upon the Propoſals he 
brought with him from France, by the Connivance, and with the 
Privity of the States-General ; as Mr. Calieres had formerly 
doac, in the Years 1695 and 1695, and all this without any 
*NoLice glven co England. q 

Here it may be proper to obſerve, T hat it does not appear 1n 
the Regiſter ofthe Reſolutions of the States, that any of their Mi- 
nifters had full Powers, in Form, to Treat either with Mr. 4 Aligre, 
Mr. Meſnager or Mr. Callieres, becauſe the Mitiifters who ſerve 
the Prince or Commonwealth, in whoſe Dominion any Nego- 
tiation is tranſaQted, are ſufficiently Authoriz'd, by the Offices 
They bear in the State, to Treat with any Foretga Miniſter ; 
but in caſe of concluding any Agreement, it 1s requiſite all 
Miniſters ſhould be furaiſh'd with full Powers in Form, which 
full Powers are not for the Juſtification of the Miniſters who 
exhibit them, but for that of the Party with whom they 
Treat, and therefore the Originals are always exchang'd, 
which they could not be, if the Perſon Treating were to be 
juſtify'd by his own full Powers; for in that caſe he would be 
oblig'd to keep them in his own Hands, to be produc'd as Evie 
dence in, his Behalf, whenever Occaſion ſhall require. 

Whoever conſiders the nature of a Negotiation between 

Princes, or hss Curioſity enough to look back into former 
Tranſactions of that kind, will cafily perceive, that they al- 
ways have and muſt owe their firſt Beginning to an Intercourſe 
of Letters, or ſome private Converſations; and that even 
he greateſt Obſtacles are frequently remov'd by ſnch Cor- 
reſpondencies, before any Powers are granted in Form, and 
That this has been the conſtant Praftice in all Nations, eſpe- 
cially 1n England. ; 

It was thought neceſſary to make this ſhort Digreſſion, 1n 
order to expoſe a grouadleſs Notion lately entertaia'd, T hat 
it 15 not lawful for One who is a Privy-Counſellor, and an 

ayow'd Miaiſter of State, to hear the firſt 
Overtures of a legitimated Miniſter of a 
Foreign Prince, upon * verbal Orders 
from his own Sovereign, without a Spe- 
cial Commiſſion for that purpoſe under 
the Great Seal. | 

Purſzant to the Preliminary Articles, or Propoſitions , 
which had been communicated to the Confederates, con- 
formable to the Grand Alliance, a Treaty was open'd at 
Urrecht, by -their unanimous Conſent and Approbation, in 
Fanuary 1712: And notwithſtanding the great Obſtrutions 
given to it, was happily concluded March 31. 1713, all 
Cire having been taken to prevent the Union of the Crowns 
of France and Spain, that the Nature of the Caſe wou'd 
admit of, fiace there was but one Prince of the Male-Line of 
the Houſe of Au-ia now remaining, and that the Powers 
aboye-mention'd, had determin'd, that the Spaniſh Crown ſhou'd 
never be united t9 the Imperial; ſpeedy Meaſures were there- 
fore taken for paſſing rhe Acts of Renunciation, which would 
not have fo eaſily been obtain'd, if King Philip had been in 
attual poſſeſſion of the Dignity of Dauphin of France; and the 
great Mortality among the Princes of that Houſe, gave juſt Rea- 
ſon to apprehend that ſuch a thing might happen, 

W hilſt this Treaty was depending, a Ceflation of Arms was 
proclaim'd for two Months, as had been uſually praftis'd in the 
like Caſes, leſt any Evert of War might 1nterrupt the Courſe 
of the Nezoriation ; but that even thoſe two Months might 
not be fruitleſs, the Queen inſiſted, and it was granted, that 

- Dunkirk ſhould be immediately deliver'd into her Hands, the 
Demolitioa whercof being of great Inportance t9 England, 
She had formerly propos 'd it might be made an Article of the 
Barrier-Treaty, but the Dutch v+4jiCted ir. Her Majeſty had all 
the Reaſon in the World to ſecure this Point of Dunkirk, by a 
Treaty, fince it was a9t to be obtain'd by Action; for in the 
compaſs of fiftcen Campaigns iu the two lalt Wars, the Rates 
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Certainly it was as lawful for the Queen to declate, without 
Conſent of the Durch, that Her Troops ſhouid not engage, as 
it was for the Dutch to make the like Declaration without Con- 
ſear of the Queen ; and that the Dntch did make ſuch Decla- 
rations, 1s ſill freſh in every Body's Memory : For when the 
Duke of Marlborough, with the Concurrence of all the Generals; 
would have forc'd the French Lines, Auguſt 1753. the Deputies 
of the States refus'd to let their Troops march, alledging, 
T hat if the French ſhould get the Victory, the United Provin- 
ces would remain expos'd to. their Incurfions. That the De- 
puties of the States ated in the ſame peremptory manner on 
another occaſion, appears from 2 Letter of the Duke of 4arle- 
borough's, of Aug. 19. 1795, whercia his Grace complains, in 
very moving Terms, * That at the Moment when he was going 
* upon the Attack, when ke had already flatter'd himſelf he 
* ſhould ſoon have congratulated their High Mightineſſes on a 
* Glorious Victory, he found his Hands ty'd up by their Depu- 
*ties, His Grace adds, * The Opportunity was too fair to be 
© {lip'd; and that his Hezrt was fo full, that he could not for- 
*.bear complaining he had not the ſame Authority in the Army 
* that, he had the preceding Year. Shall not the Crown of 
Great Britain have the ſame Authority over her own Troops, 
that the States of Holland have over theirs? Or ſhall it be more 
Criminal for a General 1a Flanders, not to follow the Confede- 
rates wherever they ſhould think fit to lead him, when, by 
the poſitive Command of his Sovereign, he was forbid to enter 
vpon Action ; than it was for a General in S$pair, to ſeparate the 


Britiſh Army from that of the Confederates, at his own Dif. 


cretion, without Order ? Which Fatal Separation was ſoon fol- 
low'd by the Loſs of himſelf and his Troops: And yet it would 
be hard Treatment to charge ſo great a Misfortune npon that 
Honourable Gentleman, whom all Parties own to have ever 
acted with a true Zeal for the Good of his Country. 
The Peace of Utrecht may be faid to have been as General 
as any that was ever made, for all the Parties ia the War 
Sign'd their Peace with France 0a the ſame Day, excepting 
the Emperor and the Empire. | 
Here it 15 to be obſerv'd, That the Emperors of Gertnany have 
not made Peace at Ryſwick, Nimeguen, or other Congreſs 
at the ſame time with the reſt of their Allies ;, leſt the Princes and 
States of the Empire, who, as Sovereigns, have a Right to 
afliſt at ſuch Conferences, ſhould by that means haye an op- 
tunity to juſtify their particular Claims : It has therefore, 
en an Eſtablitn'd Maxim of the Imperial Family, to put off 
the Stgning of their Treaties of Peace for ſome time, that the 
Members of the Empire may be under the Neceſlity of ſub- 
mitting their Pretentions to the Imperial Dyet, where the 
Emperor has more immediate Influence and Authority. 
However, for Argument ſake, let it be conſider'd how far 
England had been blameable if She had made a Separate Peace. 
Ergland came into the Confederacy Rich, the Allies Poor 5 
England in the War was become Poor, the Allies Rich ; the Al- 
lies, tho” neareſt to the Danger, contributed leaſt to the War ; 
England the moſt remote from Danger, bore the greateſt 
Share of Expence. Whatever ſhould be gain'd by the War ia 
Europe, was by expreſs Agreement to accrue to the Allies : 
England once intimated a Deſire to be poſſeſs'd of Oftend, the 
Lords the States refus'd it with Indignation. The Trade of 
Holland was exempt from any additional Duties, ſome Branch 
of the Trade of England was every Year depreſs'd by new 
Impoſitions, The Trade of Helland was extended by the Ac- 
quifitions 1n Flanders, the Trade of England to that Country 
lay under particular Diſcouragements. Would mt the Queen 
have receiv'd the Applauſes of the Univerſal World, if ia 
theſe Circumſtances She had told the Allies they firſt broke 
the ContraCft, by not orming their Part in the War, and 
She was therefore no longer und 
a Conduft would have been juſtify'd by all Laws, Sacred and 
Civil, and of all Nations on the Earth ; the Dutch would have 
had the leaſt Pretence to complain, fince 
it remains upon Record, * That the 
Dutch Miniſters told thoſe of France, in 
1648, They would make a Separare

{zid was to be prefer'd to their Alliances. They made the

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Sine 1427 made 2 Separate Peace, tho' 
vis ow) Corntry to fave theirs. 

But ſach was the Diſpoſition of the Pions Queen towards 
it He: Allies, that She determia'd to puſh on the War with 
new Vizour. or to make ſuch a Peace as ſhould be to their 
common Satisation. With this View Her Miniſters did, 
by Hcr. O:dcr, Sign a Treaty with Mr. Bnys, on the 18th of 
Decemis 1711, whereby Eer Majeſty was engag'd to proſecute 
tre War Jointly with the States, to make Peace Foint!y, ro Gua- 
ranty the Pearce Forntly when made, and to Invite the reſt of 
the Confederates into ſuch Guaranty 3 but when the Britiſh 
\{niſters explain'd to the. States, that by making War Fointly 
ws meant, by a proportionate Expence of each Nation, ac- 

| cording to the Quota's ſertled by King 
W:ikiam, and declar'd, * That the Ten 
Thouſand additional Troops were given 
upon Condition, they ſhould prohibit 
Commerce with France as England had 
done, the States refus'd to Ratify the 
Treaty which Mr. Buys had Sign'd on 


that Prince had hazarded 
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their Part. | 

\V hen the Imperial Miniſters were told the Qneen expeQted 
their Maſter ſhould bear his Proportion in the War; Count 
Gal, in 4 very folemn Manner, declard, by a Memorial 
in Form, That if Her Majeſty had exceeded in Fx- 
pence, She was overpaid in GLORY; Thatthe GLORY 
Her Majeſty had acquir'd, was infinitely more valuable 
than the Dominions acquir'd by the Emperor; and, That 
if the Emperor had Money to Purchaſe, he would have 
Outr-bid Her Majeſty, and Bought GLORY at a much greater 
Rate. 

[c has been given ont by ſome, That the Dutch were wil- 
Iing to have come into the Queen's Meaſures, if She had thought 
fit to let them know whar thoſe Meaſures were : This is ſo 
fir a miſtake, That 1t 1s apparent they would not come into 
Her Meaſures, becanſe they did know what they were, and 
that Her Majeſty had procur'd for Her SubjeHts fome Advan- 
tages in Trade; for Mr. Buys dectar'd, That if England would 
I&t the Stares into a Shire of thoſe Advantages, they would 
neither obſtrv& the Treaty, nor endeavour to wreſt it out of 
the Queen's Hands. 

When they fonnd the Queen reſolv'd to make no Con- 
ceſſion of thar kind, their utmoſt Efforts were then employ'd 
to obſtruQt the Treaty : This gave but too fair a Handle to 
the French, to raiſe as many Diſſicalties on their Side, and to 
this Cauſe it is to be aſcrib'd, that ſome Points were not ob- 
tain'd which might otherwiſe have been expected: To which 
may be added, That after the Lofs of Twelve thouſand of 
their beſt Troops at Denain, and of three confiderable Towns 
in Flanders, they could not reaſonably hope for as good 
Terms as they might haye done, if they 
had agreed to- a F Suſpenſion of Arms 
according to the Queen's Defire, by which 
thoſe Mistortunes would have been pre- 
vented. 
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But in ſpight of a1] Oppoſition the Qneen purſu'd the [n- 
tereſt of Rer People, and when She had procur'd for the Em- 
peror an equitable and reafonable Satisfaction for his Pre- 
tenſion to the Spaniſh Succeſhon , and for the Srates-General 
2 ſufficient Barrier, purſnant to the Grand Alliance, She 
made Peace with Her Enemics. 


That this Peace was beneficial to Great Britain, Wil appear 
from the following Conliceratioas ; 


Firſt, That ſeversl Advantages were obtain'd for this Na- 
Gon above what had heen ever ask'd before in our Behalf, ci- 


ther at the Hague, or at Gertruydenberg, 
v1Z. + Hudſon's Bay, part of the Ifland 
of St. Chriſtophers, all Nova-Scoria, or Ac- 
cadia, with the City of Port- Koyal, now 
call'd Amnnapolis-Royat, the Iſland of 2Mi- 
70rCa, the Town and Caſtle of Gibraltar, 
and the Trade to the Spaniſh Weſft- Indies. 
Add to this, that more ample Proviſion 
hath been made for the Freedom, Rights, 
and Immunities of the Br:riþh Subjects, 
than will be found in any former Treaty 
whatſoever. 

Secondly, From the Increaſe of ovr Shipping, and the Im- 
provements of our Trade, which will appear from the fol- 
lowing Abſtratt, faithfully colleted out of the publick Regi- 
ſters. 

By what has been already ſaid, it is beliey'd the Reader 
IS convinc'd 1t was abſolutely neceſſary for the Frie;Þh Natt- 
on to have Peace, and that the Terms of the Peace ſhe had 
were Advantageons to herſelf and her Allies; who are ſo 
far convinc'd that the Ends of the Grand Alliance are an- 
ſwer'd, and the Power of their former Enemy brought with- 
In due Bounds, that they have no farther Apprehenfions from 
him, but think themſelves at liberty to conteſt with each other 
for Dominion. 

The Satisfation Her late Majeſty had in this Negotiation, 
has been ſignify'd 1n Speeches from the Throne: to Two Par- 
laments ſucceſtively ; that thoſe Two Parliaments approved 
all the Steps taken in it, will be feen by their Votes; and 
that the Opinion of their Repreſentatives was confirm'd and 
approy'd by the whole Nation, is evident from their ſeveral 
Addreſſes. 

Here it 1s not improper to take Notice, that former Par- 
liaments declin'd entring into any Diſquiſition of the Trea- 
ties of Ryſwick and Limerick, tho* Hudſon's Bay was given up 
by the former ; the Popiſh Religion eſtabliſh'd, with all its 
Priviledges and Immuaities, and the French Armies fupply'd 
with their beſt Troops. by the latter, 

By the Laws of this Kingdom the Power of making Peace 
and War is veſted in the Sovereign; if then the Command 
of the Sovereign, after mature Deliberation in Counc1}, with 
the previous Conſent of Rer Allics, follow'd by the Approba- 
tion of Two Parliaments, be not ſufficieat Juſtification to Mi- 
niſters employ'd in a Treaty, acting againſt no known Law, 
nor charg'd with any Corruption, whoſe Lite, whoſe Properry 
is ſafe in Great Pr:itain ? And where are the Liberties of thoſe 
People, who upon any Change of Adminiſtration, may be made 
a Sacrifice to private Reſentmeants ? 

But there is ſtill room to hope, that however Paſſion may 
rage for a while, the generous Sentiments of Honour and Ju- 
ſtice will at length prevail; in a compaſs of Seven and Twenty 
Years, no Blood has yet been ſpilt on account of Party-Quar- 
rels : Thoſe who are moſt Conſpicuous for their Riches and 
Titles, ought to take care how they make ſuch Precedents ; 
for we are taught in Scripture, Whoſo ſheds Mans Blood, by Han 
ſhall his Blood be ſhed : Which has been frequently verify'd in 
Engliſh Story. 

By the Vicifſitude of Human Things Great Britain may happen 
to be 1volv'd in ſome new War hereafter, ſhall it be render'd 
impracticable for Miniſters ever to make Peace ? Or ſhall the 
Three Eſtates of Parliament go to Nimeguen, or elſcwhere, to 
Negotiate ? 

The lare Pious Queen, and both Houſes of Parliament, the 
Great Officers, and all Ranks of People, return'd ſoleme 
Thanks to Almighty God, for the Bleſſing of the Peace oi 
Utrecht, Happy and Beneficial to Great Britain, and Her Al- 


lies; Would it not be mocking of God to call that Peace de- 
ſtrucive ?

Britain, and the States General, deſiring nothing more earneſtly than 
the Peace and general Co of all Europe, have judg'd, That no- 
thing can be mov« ej ct ual for the Eſtabliſhment thereof, than the pro- 
curing an equitable and reaſonable Satis:action to his Imperial Ma- 
Jeſty for his Pretenſion to the Spaniſh Succe/Fun; and, that the King 
of Great Britala and the States General, may obtain 4 particular 
and ſufficient Security fur their Kingdoms, Provinces, and Dominions, 
and for the Navigation ana Commerce of their Zubjetts, 


In purſuance of this Agreement the War was Proclaim'd, 
and with theſe Views, wis carry'd on to the Year 1705. The

For the Payment of this Annual Intereſt of three Millions, 
the whole Trade of Erglard was clogg'd with new Duties, from 
which the Dutch reap'd a double Benefit, ſince they did not 
only by this means ſpare themſelves, bur as every Branch of our 
Trade ſuffer'd by new Imipoſitions, theirs increas'd in propor= 
tion : For it iSan eſtabliſh'd Rule in Trade, that as it ebbs in 
one Natioi, It muſt flow 1a another, | 

The Expences of the Dutch were all ttis time upon ſo eaſy a 
foot, that from 1702 to 1711. no additional Duty was laid on 
their Trade, excepting only one per Cent. for Encouragement 
of their own Privateers ; and this Duty was to determiae with 
the War, becauſe the Occaſion for which it was rais'd would 
then ccaſe. So tender were the Dutch of their Trade, which 
they call the Apple of their Eye; that when England furniſh'd 
Ten Thouſand additional Troops for the War in Flanders, on 
condition they ſhou'd prohibit Trade with Frarce, in the ſame 
manner the Engliſh had done, the Dutch accepted the Troops, 
but never comply'd with the Condition. _ 

The Emperor, during the War, mortgag'd part of the 
Dutchy of S/eſta to the Engliſh, and the Mines in Hungary to the 
Dutch; but theſe Mortgages were for ſuch inconfiderable Sums, 
that the !mperial and Hereditary Revenues were in a miuch 
better Condition 1a 1711 than they were in 1702. 

What was the State of the K. of Prufia's Revenues, either in 
the Year 1702, or in 1711, the Author of this Paper is not 
at preſent inform'd ; but if a Judgment may be made of the 
Charge of that Crown in the War of 1702, Þby.the Charge ſhe 
was at 1n the War of 16838, we may conclude ſhe did not ſuffes” 
much by the War «of 1702. ſince one of the Miniſters of the Jate 
King of Pruſſia, then Eleftor of Brandenburgh, complain'd ir 
the Year 1699, that gocoo Crowns, which is wear 8000 7. 
Sterling, had been iſſued out of the Military Cheſt - of that 
Prince in the War of 1658. over and above the Subfidics he a4 
receiv'd from England and Holland, and therefore demanded to 
be reimburſed. | 

The reſt of the Allies did not only not contribute to the 
\War, but on the contrary receiv'd large Sams from Ergland and 
Holland, for their own private Adyantage, over and above the 
payment of their Troops, 

The Proportion of Forces to be furmſh'd by. Ezeland and 
Holland for the War of Flanders, was thus adjufted, viz, Ez - 
land to furniſh Two Parts of Five by Land, and Holland tis 
other Three, By Sea Frg/and was to furniſh Five Parts of Etghr, 
and j/7»ard the other Three. The Quota's were thus ſettled 
by the late King W iltiam, as Mr. Secretary FYerrcn acquainted the 
Hou'e or Commons, by his Order. 2

The Princes of the Empire being requir'd to pay their Quo- 
ta, according to the Conſtitution of the Empire, they alledg'd 
their Inability, by pleading, that their Men were already en- 
eag'd ia the Service of England ; ſo that all this while we- 
actcally paid thoſe Men, who were otherwite by previous 
Contrat, oblig'd to ſerve in the Common Cauſe: On the 
other fide, the Dug alledg'd, That they were under no other 
Obligatioa than to exert their Strength rorgs viribus, and by 
Conſequence, that They alone were the Judges how far it was 
proper or convenient for them to exert that Strength. 

It is to be obſe*y'd, That Great Britain thus exceeded her 
Proportion, tho' fke neither did, nor was it poſſible for her 
to gain any thing by a Land- War. At the ſame time the 
Houſe of Ju/ria, which had made ſuch a prodigious Acquiſt- 
tion as that of the EleQorates of Bavaria and Cologn, aud fee 
yeral other Territories in the Empire ; of the Kingdom of 
Naples, the. Dutchies of Milan, - Mantua, Mirandila, &C. an 
kaly; which Countries were thought ſufficiently able to main- 
tain 90,20 Men; aud the Dutch, who had poſſeſſed themflves 
of Flander:, and receiv'd all Contributions to their own Uſe, 
were ſtil! defective. 

Great Britain then being burthen'd above her natural 
Strength, and having 244,020 Men in Pay, was fail'n under 
an immenſe Debt. the Annual latereſt whereof amounted to 
Three Millions, for Payment of which lnatereſt the Nation Ja- 
bour'd under a general Exciſe, excepting. Bread and Fleſh; 
the Duties apply d in former Times to the Support of the 
Government, aad many more fince laid, in tie Courſe of two 
long Wars, were alienated for the Payment of the aboveſaid 
latereſt; ſo that the Taxes on Land and Malt, which every 
Body vaderſtood to be for extraordinary Uſes, are now to 
be apply'd to the Maintenance of ſuch Ships and Guards as 
ſhall be neceſſary, even in time of Peace, and are therefore, 
ia efec, perpetual ; what wouls be our Reſource 1n caſe of 
New Wars, is dreadful to imagine! Whereas, it Peace had 
been made ia 1755s, at which Time the End propos'd by the 
Declaration of War was fully anſwer'd, and good Conditions 
offer'd, the Nation would have ſav'd above Thirty Two Mil- 
lions. 

Between the Years 1705s and 1712, we made ſome Conqueſts 
in Flanders and Frely: On the other hand we loſt two great 
Battles in S$54n, the laſt of which was deciſive, for by the ta- 
kiag of our Troops at Bribuezz, which cauſed the Rout of 
Fila Ficioſa, the War was ia 2 manner extinguiſh'd on that 
ide ; fo that the Aﬀairs of the Contederacy in general, were 
ia a worſe Situation ia 1712, than they were 11 1706. 

However the Finances of Fraxce being in great Diſorder, 
and that Nation labouring under a ſevere 
Famiae, Monſheur Ge Torcy was ſent in 
the Year 1709. to Negotiate a Peace 
at the * Hague. Among other Things

In the begianing of the Year 1510. Monſieur Rowile confer'd 
with the Daurch Miniſters at Gertraydenberg, and the French King

In 1711. the French were recover'd from the Eftas of the 
Famine; and the extraordinary Demand made by the Allies, 
that the French King ſhou'd himſelt make War upon his Grand- 
ſon, had raiſed ſuch a Spirit ot Reſearment and Indigcation in 
his People, that they cheartully ſubmitted to the D:xme Royal, 
which alone could retrieve the 1) Condition of his Finances ;

The breaking off this Treaty was maeed fatal, for it was ſoon 
follow'd by the Misfortunes in Spain, which left King Philip eg- 
tirely Maſter of that Monarchy. 

la the ſame Year, viz; 1511. the Emperor Joſeph dy'd, the 
Hereditary Countries devolv'd on King Charles, the only fur- 
viving Prince of the Male Line, of Auſtria, who was likewiſe 
choſen Emperor ; upon which the King of Pruſſia, and other 
Princes of the Empire, the King of Portugal, and the Duke of 
Savey, declar'd they would never conſent that the ſame Perſon 
ſhou'd be Emperor and King of Spain ;, the Dutch were likewiſe 
of this Sentiment, for when an Aticle was propo&d by England 
to be inſerted in the Barrier-Treaty, That no Peace ſhould be 
made till the whole Span: Monarchy was reduc'd to the Obe- 
dience of the Auftrian Family ; the States-General ſtruck it out 
of the Counter-Proje&, tho' agreed to by the Queen in Coun- 
cil, and ſtrongly recommended to my Lord Townſend, by Mr. 
Secretary Boyle : And that they have proceeded always upon this 
Maxim, appears from the following Clauie of the 2d Partition- 
Treaty, eater'd into by King W:lizm 2nd the States, on the 
3d of March, 1708. viz. That the K:n7dom of Spain and the 
Indies ſhall never be united, nor belons ta the Perſon of him wha 
ſhall be Emperor or King of the Romans. 

ln conformity to the Senſe of this Article, aid to the uni- 
verſal Confent of the Allies, Tho weu!ldl not, nar ever have yielded, 
that a King of Spain ſhould be Emperer of Germany , Her late 
Majeſty wrote to the ſeveral Electors in favour of King Charles, 
in ſo ſtrong Terms, that he has ſince own'd Her Goodneſs in 
his behalf, as what was moſt Eſſential towards railing him to 
the Imperial Dignity. - 

The Campagne of 1711. paſs4 without any conſiderable 
Action, and the Dutch refus'd to contribute towards the Ex- 
pence of Baracks and Forage; by which the ProxQts for Quarter- 
ing the whole Confederate Horſeurder the Cannon of the Fron- 
tier Towns, and making Incurſions from thence into the Heart 
of France, during the Winter, :s well as opening the Campagne 
early in 1512, were intirely fruſtrated; notwithſtanding the 
Duke of AXfzr{borough repreſented, that if ſuch Baracks and Fo- 
rage were not provided, it would be impoſſible to gain any Ad- 
vantage over the Bnemy the following Summer, for they 
wou'd be ſuperior to the Confederates by Sixty Squadrons of 
Horſe. | 

Things being 1n this Situation, that is to ſay, all Treaties for 
Peace being broke off, and the Me2ſures that wow'd moſt pro- 
bahly have reduc'd the Enemy, me<ting with Oppoſition from 
our Allies, Her Majeſty thought Kt proper not to refuſe a Paſſ- 
port, which the Frerch King defir'd for a Perſon whom he in- 
tended to ſen! to Her with Propoſz!: of 
Peace. The Paſſport was accordingly dil- 
patch'd, and * Monſieur Aſe/zager came 
hither Inveſted with the Character of Pk- 
nipotentiary, and with a Letter from the 
French Ring , acknowledging Her late 
Majeſty Queen of Great Britain ; that 
Prince having firſt acquainted rhe Seate;-General, that he did in- * 
terd to Azareſs bimſel? ro the Queen on. that Subjet, Her Majeſty 
Receiv'd This Perſon favourably, and Order'd Her Miniſters 
fo hear his Propoſals : In Obedience to Her Orders they con- 
fer'd with him, and in ſome time General Articles were aZreed 
to, by which the Frencb Ring was oblig'd to give Satisfaction to 
all the Allies ; the Poiats relating to Ezg/and, were likewiſe ad- 
juſted, and were to take effect in caſe that Satisfaftion was gi- 
ven, and a general Peace concluded, not otherwiſe; for the 
late Queen was free from any Obligation whatſoever to the 
French Ring. 

The States having been thus previouſly acquainted by the 
French Ring, that Propoſals were to be made at London for open- 
Ing a Treaty of Peace ; the Propoſals that were made having 
been immediately communicated to them by the late Queen, 
and the Conditions ſtipulated for Her own Sv>jefts, being to 
take Effte& only in caſe of a General Peace: It is evident She 
cid, 1n the ſtricteſt manner, adhere to the Terms of the Eighth 
Article of the Grand Athance; by which it was azreed, Thar 
neither Party ſhould Treat without the Privity of the «ther. 
It has been objected by ſome, That the ſaid Propoſals or Pre- 
lIiminary Articles were properly a Treaty, but the Durch them- 
ſelves take cf that Objection ; for they were ſo far from think-

T} 1s to be obſerved, the late lord chief juſtice Lee, of glorious memory, had ſent to the heirs and executors of Sir 
Francis Child, banker, at Temple-bar, the two letters Mr. Fremont wrote to Paris, one to Mrs. Hayes, which he 
gave to Mr. Dillon, merchant at London, in St. Mary Ax, to be fo good as to ſend to her. The other letter, 
the ſaid Mr. Fremont has wrote to the right honourable the earl of Gower, at his feat at Trentham, near Stone, to re- 
prevens to Mr. alderman Child, what follows: He thoughty/jt was very hard, that according to the faid letters, Mr. 
"Tremont ſhould be cheated of his Money, for having rendered ſervice to that Mrs. Hayes, even to have ſaved her Life ; 
Mrs. Hayes was recommended to Mr. Fremont, by a worthy Gentleman, Mr. Alexander Cotelle, marhant-vendeur de 
marce, a man of honour, probity, and of a compaſſionate good nature.

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A ſecond Letter from Thomas Bull to his Brother John. 


Drak BROTHER, 


O kindly as you have received my former Letter, I feel as if I ſhould 

be much wanting, in my Duty; if I did not fend you a few more 

of my Thoughts, at this critical Time. The Hand of Providence, Bro- 
ther Tohn, is very manifeſt : all my Neighbours fee it, and talk about it. 
The French, they ſay, are as great an Exainple of Puniſhment as of Pey- 
fidy., They tried to rum Old England, by ſending their Soldiers to fight 
againſt our Government in America; and in fo doing they taught them the 
evil Leſſon of Fighting againſt their own Government at Home. 1 hey 
came back with the Itch of Rebellion upon them, and gave it to their old 
Comrades ; while our hone{t Fellows, who took the other Side, brought 
Home as much Loyalty, or more, than they carried out, and have kept 
it ever ſince, The boundleſs Expences of that wicked Attempt, by 
Land and by Sea, brought the French Nation to Begoary : and from 
Beggars they turned into Thieves : like the Gyp/ics, who are either the 
one or the other as it ſuits their Conventence : and ſo they have got a 
Gypfie Government, Their famous Fayette is fallen, with all his Money, 
into the Hands of the Enemy: and may forfeit his Head if he comes 
Home. Such is the Fate of their noble General, The poor King, when 
he ſet his Hand to that vile "Treaty with America, did not foreſee that he 
was ſigning his own Death-IFarrant. The Queen, who purtuaded him 
(becauſe ſhe never loved the Engliſh) 1s in Priſon with him : both of 
them in Danger of being murdered (if they are not already) by a Hock- 
Triah like our King Charles, Theſe are ſtrange Things, Brother John, 
and almoſt make my Hair ſtand on End ! Many People faid, Years ago, 
it would come Home to them , and now their Words are fulfilled beyond 
all that could have been thought of : for the French are at this "Time the 
moſt diſtracted Nation under Heaven; and, what is worſe, they are the 
moſt wicked, Was not their Good-Will to this Country the ſame as 
ever, when they picked out rwo famous Engliſhmen, Thomas Pain and the 
Birmingham Dottor, to {it in their new Aflembly, and afſiſt them in the 
Work of teaching Fohn Bull to eat Revelution-Soup, difhed up with human 
Fl:ſh and French Pot-Herbs? I love Liberty with Law, ſuch as we have 
in England, as well as anybody does ; but that Liberty without Law, which 
makes Men cat one another, can come only from the Devil, who would 
eat us all. I thought thoſe frightful Stories that came from France were 
paſt Belief: but a Gentleman of our County, who was there laſt Sum=- 
mer, ſays he will take his Bible-Oath before any Juſtice, that he ſaw the 
Blood of People they had killed run out of the Mouths of their Murder- 
ers,-When they had ſhut up three hundred and hfty poor helpleſs Prieſts 
in a Pound, and were putting them to Death as one would kill Hogs for 
the Navy, our- Squire's eldeſt Son was walking along the Street, and 
heard a Sodier ſay, as the Muſkets were hring in that bloody Maſlacre, 
« ha! they are ſhewing the Prieſts fine Sport there,” A Man will ttand 
at his Door, and ſee his next Neighbour dragged out of his Houſe, to 
have his Throat cut by Villains in the Street, and take no more Notice, 
than if the Pariſh-Officers had called upon the Man for a Poor's Rate 
or a Window-Tax ! When an Engliſh Gentleman, ſeeing a raw Head 
carried along, and the Corpſe ſhamefully dragged after it, only adviſed 
them to bury it, they ſeized him, and cut off his Head and threw it 
among the Mob. This is French Liberty, my Boy. Our King (God 
bleſs him) is contented if a Man pulls his Hat oft : but to thete new 
Fyrants of France, he muſt pull his Head off ; and even then _y are 
not ſatished ; they ſell his Houſe and Land from his Fanuly, and put 
the Money into the Purſe of the Nation, that is of themſelves, What 
think you of an impudent Whore of Babylon, riding along the Streets 


on Horſeback, at the Head of a Troop, with a long Sword by her Side, 


and Piſtols in her Belt, like the Goddeſs of Liberty; and if the did but 
point with her Finger at any Perfon going along the Street, his Head 
was off in a Moment. Throre's Petticoat Government for you ! Fohn Bull, 
« France and England (ſays the Birmingham Doctor, as the Repre- 
ſentative of this Kingdom) have now diſcovered the Secret that it is 
their Int? e/? to be Friends,” It may be his Intereſt, and it may be therr 
Intereſt ; but it will never be 2vr Intereſt, till Tam Bull turns into Tom 
Fa, and Engliſhmen are changed into a Natian of Villains, It would, 
no Doubt, be a pleaſant Sight to ſome Folks, if we were to pull down 
King Charles and' his Horſe at Charing-Croſs, and ſet up the Idol of 
Liberty (that She-Devil of the French) for Fools to dance about, and 
fins Hymns with Tom of Bedlam for their Clerk. "This would bring 
People together ; and when they were together, they would take Heat, 
juſt as Horſe-Dung does, when it is laid in a Heap. "This is the Uſe of 
your Liberty-Trees, Popular Clubs, and Revolutian-Dinners, &c, 

When we talk about Kings it reminds me of what happencd here very 
lately. A Man, like a London Rider, thruſt himſelf in amongſt us at a 
Public Houſe. He talked at a high Rate about French Liberty, and the 
. Fyranny we live under at Home: he laughed at the NorJen/e and Blaſ- 
phemy of Kings having Authority from Providence : what, faid he, 
are we ſuch Fools as to believe that Kings are ſent down 6-oted and 
fourred from the Clouds to ride Mankind ? Some of the Company ſtared 
at him, and looked as if they felt the Spurs in their Sides : but, ſays I, 
hold a little, Mr. Londoner, you don't put that Caſe quite right, You 
know, we muſt all be ridden by ſomebody; for we cannot ride upon our- 
ſelves, When a good Horle carries a Gentleman, he is as well pleafcd as 
his M:fter; but ſuppoſe, Mr. Londoner, ſaid I, ſuppoſe he ſhould take 
it into his Head to throw his Maſter, that he might be ridden by 4:5 


Equals ! then in that Caſe, you know, Mr, Londoner, he will have a 


Horſe upon his Back inſtead of a Man z aye, I wenty, or a Hundred 
Horſf:s, all clamberins upon his Back at once, till they break him down, 
and he js ft for Nothing but the Dogs. "This is my Was of under- 
ſtanding Liberty and Equality. And now, go and aſk your Birmingham 
| Dofor how much that Horſe will better wn ; 
| have bettered themſelves in France, They that will not carry a Kino, 
ſhal! bave the Beaſts of the Pegple upon their Backs; and the poor Fools 
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are pleaſed, becauſe they think it will be their Turn to ride next. 
Every Body can ſee how bad it would be for Horſes to carry Horſes ; 
and it is always the ſame Thing when the People carry the People. 

After this | en was gone, we found he was one of thofe Fellows 
who are hired to go about with Tom Pain's Books : but he did not think 
proper to produce them : if he had, we ſhould have put them into a Pitch- 
Kettle, and ſtirred them about well, and then burned the Pitch and the 
Books together : this being the proper End of that black Dodrine, which 
ſome Men put into others to /it the I/orld on Fire. 

And now, Brother Fobn, 1f you find I am a little better taught than 
you expected, I will tell you how it happened. Our Miniſter takes us 
all now and then, rich and poor, to dine with him. One Day after 
Dinner, when we had lighted our Pipes, and Neighbours were talking 
to one another about common "Things, he gave a Rap upon the Table to 
cal} our Attention, and when he {aw we were all ready, he began as 
follows : 

« My DEAR FRIENDS, 

« Wicked People are at Work to corrupt your Minds with a frantic 
« Aﬀection for _ Liberty, by giving fa!/e and nonſenſical Notions of 
« civil Society, I will therefore ſhew you, in a plain Way which you 
can eaſily underſtand, the Danger to which all Governments are now 
«+ expoſed from the Arts of deligning People. 

« In Countries where they fced their Flocks a little differently from 
what we are uſed to, four Parties are concerned; the Sheep, the 
« Shepherd, the Dogs, and the J/:/ves. Once upon a Time, the Wolves 
« wanted to have the Sheep to themſelves; and thought it would be beſt 
« if they could eat them with their own Conſent. So they ſent Meſſages 
« to them privately, wondering how Sheep, in theſe enlightened Times, 
ſhould have no more Spirit, than to live under that Tyrant the Shep- 
herd; and telling them how happy they would all be if he were out of 
* the Way, and how they hoped ſoon to ſee all thoſe Ruſſians the Shep- 
* herds worried out of the World. But how to get at the Shepherd they 
«* did not know, becauſe of the Dogs: ſo they ſent another Meſſage to 

corrupt the Dogs telling them how ſorry they were to ſee them living 
« upon Yale Crufts and jour Butter-Milk, when there would ſoon be 
Mutton enough for them all, if they would but come over to their 
« Intereſt. So they got the Dogs to their Side z made the Shepherd 
« fly for his Life; and then began to kill the Sheep : of which when the 
Sheep complained, they told them it was ail for their Good; that a great 
Improvement had taken Place, which muſ: coſt a great many Lives ; 
but that all would be right ſoon. Thus the poor Sheep were in a 
« miſcrable Caſe. The Dogs, their old Guardians, were now turned 
« traiterous and blood-thirſty : and no Juſtice could be had by com- 
« piuining of one Wolf to another Wolf : ſo they were either worried to 
« Death at Home, oy ſcattered over the Mountains, in hourly Danger 
« both from Dogs and Wolves, and with noShepherd to prote& them. 

« 'The Wolves having ſucceeded fo well, ſent to their Brethren in 
« other Countries; and the J/olf- Principles grew fo faſt, that the Species 
« of Sheep were nearly extinct, and there was now a new World of 
« Wolves; who, when there are no Sheep left, muſt fall upon the Dogs 
« whom they uſed for their Convenience, and at laſt deyour one ano- 
« ther. 

« Neighbours, continued he, you have heard and read fo much lately, 
« that you will want little of my Help in applying the rags to what has 
« happencd in a neighbouring Country. "The Shepherd is the King; 
« driven from his Throne, and in Danger of his Life from his traiterous 
« dubjects; whoſe Hearts were firſt poiſoned by the Enemies of all 
« Religion, permitted to corrupt the People, and ſpread their atheiftical 
« Opinions without Controul, "The Wolves are the pretended Patriots 
« and Democrats, who have got the Nation into their own Clutches, 
« and can kill whom they pleafe, without Law, Judge, or Jury : there 
« being now no Law but their own ſavage Will; and fo the vileſt of 
« Murderers go without Puniſhment. The Dogs, thoſe faithful and 
« warlike Animals, are the French Army; once the Guardians of the 
« King and the People ; and kept for their Security againſt Thieves, 
« Rebels, and Invaders ; but now, bribed with Plunder; with no Senſe 
ot Honour left; and carrying about War, to levy Contributions from 
« innocent People, and ipread their new Liberty, as Mahomet did his 
« Fools-Paradiſe, by the 'Verrors of the Sword : and they are affifted in 
« al] this by an Intatuation peculiar to this Time, and never heard: of 
« before in the World, 'he poor filly Sheep are the Bulk of the 
« People; firſt gulled into vile Opinions, and then devoured 'by their 
« unmercitu] and inſatiable Fellow-Subje&ts. The Country of France 
© has of late taken up a new political Slang, or Cant-Language, accom» 

modated to their new Monfter of a Government, and put it into* a 
« Catechiſm for Women and Children ; while the Chriſtian Catechiſm 
« 1s kicked out of Doors. Hithetto they have murdered and plundered 
« with as little Difficulty "as a Gang of Wolves deyour Sheep and 
« Lambs, "They have made Muney of the Poſleffions of the Church ; 
« they have robbed their King of all his Treaſures to” an immenſe _ 
« Value: they have ſeized and fold the Eſtates of their wrap vr for © 
« not approving their Proceedings, which no Man of Senſe or Humanity 
« can endure. But all this is not ſufficient, without plundering and 
« taxing the Cities and Countries round about them. Where this will 
« end, God knows ! A ProfpeCt of their upd gone , one another, when 


« their Supplies of Plunder ſhall be drained and waſted, is all that appears 


« at preſent. Before which, infinite Miſchief may be done; and we _ 
« ourſclves may ſuffer; unleſs the Shepherd, the Sheep, and the faithful 
« Dogs ſhall all hold together againſt the Wolyes.” 

A few ſuch Diſcourſes as this, Brother John, would fave our Country | 
from all the Perils of the preſent Times, and as foon as I learn more, 
you may exped&t to hear farther from your loving Brother,

But not 
choofing to riſque his own perfor) in the executi;;o of his 
murtherous plans he always employed ſor ihis purpose a ſet 
of poor deluded Butcher's boys at the trifling pay of Stx« 
fence a day : who wuuld go and turn, ravith and murder 
wherever WU or the Lord of the Manor chole to fend thems 
The peop'e of a neighbouring manor having made {ome res 
gulations reſpeCt::g tier Lord of the Manor which Will 
teared if Copicd in his town would prove the downfall of 
him and his horrid gang, he direly Scnt the choiceſt of 
his Crew of butcher's boys to cut the throats of theſe Peoe 
ple, but they valiant in a juſt caule fought valiantly for 
many days fo that many thouſands was murthered on both 
fides by his villairous horiia ſchemes.
